wrefted, Sicily and Naples out of the Hands of the Hotrte 
of Aufivie, and aggrandized the Family of Bourdon to 
@ very postentous Heighth, by, the Acquifition of thofe 
Kingdoms, and the Dutchies of Lorrain and Bar; we 
were, neverthelefs, obliged to difcontinue the Thread of 
fo important a Difpute, to make Room for Tranfuctions 
at home. of ap lefs Importance to Britons, in Regard to 
the Prefervation of their Trade.and their Liberties: We 
mean ous Parliamentary Proceedings end Negociations 
for a Peace, But as the Courts of Ver/ailles and Madrid 
are now difpofed, or at leaft politicly feem fo, to af» 
ford fome little breathing Time to Chriffendom; and 
Matter not being therefore likely to multiply fo fatt 
upon our Hands, for a Year or two to come, as it has 
done thefe twelve Months paft, we fhall refume our 
Hiftorical Narration of .the Seuffles in Poland, which 
‘we hope will contribute to the Inftruction, as well as 
Amufement of our Readers. 
In the Conclufien of Number 75 of our Rezifer, we 
mentioned the Retreat of King Stanijlaus, and the Sure 
render of Dantzick to the Ruffian Velt-Marthal Count 
Munich; but before we proceed any further in the De- 
tail of the once as little expested as at prefent furprifing 
Succefs of King Augu/tus III. let us fee what became 
of his illuftrious Competitor, the gallant Father-in-Law 
A of 
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of Louis XV of France, after he was conftrained, by 
adverfe Fate, and the ill Performance of the folemn 
Promifes made him, to abandon his brave and faithful 
Dantzickers to the Mercy or rather Fury of their Ene- 
mie¢s,; This, indeed, is an Enquiry which cannot be bet- 
ter straced than by the Relation which that magnani- 
mous Prince himfelf gives of his Efcape, and the Dan- 
gers he ran through, in a Letter which he writ foon 
after. his Arrival in Prufia, to a Perfon of Diftin&ion 
in Dantzick: We therefore give it the Publick, not 
only as a Piece of the greateft Curiofity, but as an Ex- 
ample of the moft heroick Patience, as well as the moft 
exaited Fortitude and Courage of Majefty in Difirefs,

Letter from King Staniflaus to a Perfon of Diftinétion in 
Dantzick. 

SIR, 

AS I can eafily figure to myfelf your Uneafinefs at 

my leaving Dantzick, "tis but juft that I relate to 
you the Manner of it: The Zeal you have thewn for 
my Interefi claims this from me; and you will fee in 
it the all-powerful Hand of God, who can fupport us 
when every human Affiftance fails, and we feem iaevi- 
tably loft. 

I am fenfible that it has been thought imprudent in 
me to continue in that City till it was reduced to the laft 
Extremity ; but when we a& from Principals of Con- 
fcience, of Honour, and ‘of our Country, may we not 
be allow’d.to arm ourfelves againft Danger, and to pre- 
fer ‘to the Security our Perfons thofe three Principles, 
which conflitute the Man of ‘Honour ? 

For befides that, I expe€ted Succours daily, and a hafty 
Retrest would have put-me out of Condition to receive 
them, I fhould, by my leaving Dantzick, have opened 
. the Gates of it to the Enemy, the Magiftrates holding 
out the Siege from no other Motive than to defend me. 
Thus, laying afide the Vanity which a Confcioufnefs of 
Refojution and Intrepidity might infpire, I was obliged 
either to continue in the City, in Order that the expett- 
ed Succours might have Time to arrive; or bury my- 
felf in the Ruins of it, with thofe brave Citizens, and 
thofe dear Polifh Friends, who, with their Wives and 
Ghildren fhar’d my Fate, J perfifled in this — 
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till the infamous Surrender of Wechfelmunde, the capi- 
tulating of which, forced Dantzickers, with my.Confent, 
to provide for their own Safety 3 upon which Occafion, 
finding they were going to change their Sovereign, [ 
‘thought myfelf bound in Gratitude, not to expofe them 
to the Grief of abandoning me, but to difpenfe with 
their Fidelity by my leaving their City, which, how 
defperate a Refiftance foever had been made, could not 
have held out any longer; not to mention my being 
folicited by all the Polit: Noblemen, who made their 
Safety confift in my Prefervation; fo that after the 
Enemy demanded the Surrender of my Perfon as the 
firft Article of the Capitulation, I refolv’d to leave 
Dantzick. , 

*Twas on this Occafion I experienced the Zeal of 
thofe who are fincerely attach’d to my Intereft, by 
the different Projeé&ts which were formed to facilitate 
' may Efcape, infomuch that a Lady, confiding in a Pea- 
fant of that Country whom fhe knew, was.fo much & 
Heroine, as to offer to difguife’ herfelf as a Peafant, 
and pafs for my Wife. 

Another Expedient was propofed to me, and this 
was, to put myfelf at the Head of an hundred intrepid 
Men,:and force a Way thro’ the Enemy: But I judg'd 
it impraéticable,. becaufe of the Inundation, which ex- 
tended three Leagues one Way, and of the Lines of 
Circumvallation on the other, which it would be im- 
poflible to pafs on Horfeback: The Method I concluded 
the fafeft, was that which the Embaffador propoféd, 
and accordingly I went to his Houfe, in Order to put 
it in Execution, in the Evening on the 27th of “Fune, 
being Sunday, upon Pretence of {pending a quiet Night 
there, by removing out of Danger of the Bombs, 
which began to fall in that Part where I vefided. 

At Ten in the Evening, having difguis’d myfelf as 
a Peafant, with only a courfe Shirt on, and accompanied 
by General Steenflieth, I left the Embaffador’s Houfe, 
to go and meet an Officer who waited for me on the 
Rampart, where being arriv’d we croffed the Ditch 
in two little Boats; the Officer leaving us behind rode 
forward to fecure a Pofl held by a fubaltern Officer and 
a few Soldiers; immediately a Quarrel arofe, and in 
a Moment I faw the fubaltern Officer prefent his Piece 
to the other, refufing either to let himfelf or his Com- 
pany pafs; his over-great Vigilance oblig'd the Olficer 
to tell him that it was I; but the Subaltern Officer ful 
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pesting his Veracity, came to the Boat, Jook’d me in 
my Face, and knowing me, tho” ’twas the Dusk of the 
Evening, made me a very low Bow, and wifh’d me 4 
good Journey. As the fubaitern Officer knew me, I 
was affur’d that my Efcape would be no longer a Se- 
cret, and confequently that my Safety was very precas 
rious. After taking Leave of the Officer, we rowed 
thro’ the Inundations, in Hopes of reaching the Vifiu- 
la to crofs it the fame Night, and to arrive by Days 
break beyond fuch Pofts of the Eneimy as lay neareft 
to the City. But how great was my Surprize, to fee 
the Peafants, after they had rowed about a Quarter of 
a League, carry us to.a poor Hut which flood in the 
Middle of the Waters, and tell us, that we muft pafs 
all that Night and the next Day in it, the Night being 
already. too far advanced for us to get to the Viftula bes 
fore Day-break. We were forced to ebéy, and accor- 
dingly landed, but with heavy Hearts, becaufe of the 
little. Hafte we made, and the evident Hazard we run. 
We went into the Room, and, as the Sight of it 
made me have no grcat Inclination to fleep, there not 
being: fo much as a Gorner for me to reft myfelf, ¥ 
took this Opportunity. to. get acquainted with my illu- 
ftrious Companys which confifted of four Perfons: The. 
_ firft was our chief Guide; who appeared to.me the Mo- 
ment I faw him, a very filly Feliow:>He affumed an 
Air of Authority, and claiming Obedience to his Or- 
ders, would not fuffer.any one to debate.or argue. J 
fhould willingly have fubmitted to this Subordination, 
had I not perceived that our Commander (tho’ he was 
wholly unacquainted with fuch Pofts of the Enemy as 
i¢ was neceffary for us to avoid, fir’d by no other Mo- 
tive than the large Reward the Embaflador had promifed 
him) was determined to:condu& us at’ Random. The 
Yecond, whofe Name and Profeflion I enquired, anfwered, 
that he was a Merchant, but had fail’d; he fpoke the 
Polifh: Tongue, and appeared a Perfo of Merit. The 
other two were Schnaphans*, and feemed, by their Air 
and Manner, complete. Villains. I fpent the reft of the 
Night on a Bench, Jeaning upon the Merchant, with 
whom I made myfelf moft familiar, by Means of the 
Palith Tongue, which gave us an Opportunity of con- 
verfing together with Eafe. 
: On 
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. On Monday Morning, being the 28th, I left the 
Rooin, in Order to take a View of the City, which was 
flilk bombatding. When I reflefted on its unhappy 
Fate, efpecially as all the good faithful Friends 1 left 
in it would foon be obliged, againft their Will, to de- 
- Glare themfelves my Enemies, I could not poflibly have 
felt greater Torturés, had my Entrails been torn away : 
But afterwards, reflefting on myfelf, not knowing whi- 
ther to go, nor what to do; altho’ I was fo hardened 
by Misfortunes, I yet fhould have funk under them, 
had it not been for the immediate Affiftance of the Al- 
mighty, Whilft I was revolving thefe Things, I heard 
the Enemy fire’ from all their Batteries, and from theit 
Fleet, accompany’d with a general Difcharge of theie 
{mall Arms: I concluded that this was by Way of re- 
joicing for the Taking of Wechfelmunde, which gave me 
no little Difquiet ; and indeed I was in fuch deep Af- 
flittion, that General Steenflieth was obliged to pull me 
by: the Sleeve, and awake me as out of a deep Sleep, 
in Order to make me partake of a poor Soup he had 
drefs’d. A little aftér a Schnaphan landed from his 
little Boat, faying, that his Captain had fent him, with 
a thort Letter, and two little Piecés of dried Tongue 
for Genttal Steenflieth. The Letter was fent to with 
him 2 good Journey, but we could néver diftover who 
it came from, nor by what Méans the Schnaphan found 
us out. I drew a mournful Conféquence from hence, 
as ‘it thew’d that our Departure from Dantzick was no 
Jonger a Secrets to which I added, the flow Progrefs 
we made ; two important Articles, the failing in which 
could portend no Good ; but Heaven was pleafed fo order 
it fo, to keep us from confiding in human Meafures, 
and oblige us to rely on his holy Providence only, by 
which he conduéted us. I was very impatient all the 
Remainder of the Day till Night came, in the Begin- 
ning of which we embarked, rowing perpetually thro” 
Reeds and imprafticable Places, being obliged every 
Moment, where there was no Depth of Water, to draw 
the Boat over Marthes into Ditches where there was 
fome, About Midnight we arriv’d, as we thought, 
near the Bank of the Viffula, where our Conduétors 
obliged us to land; and thefe, after holding Council to- 
gether, without communicating the Particulars of it 
tous, order’d General Steenflieth to walk on Foot along 
the Bank with out chief Conduétor, and the Bankrupt 
Merchant who fpoke Polih; after which the two

Schnaphans, went again into the Boat with me, effuring 
me that we fhould meet with our Companions at about 
a League, diftance from the Place where. we then were. 

I was no way. pleafed with this Separation, fearing 

that I fhould not meet again with General Steenflieth. 
.. I fuppos’d, that being now arriv’d at the Viftula, we 
were to crofs it at this Place; but I was miflaken, for 
"twas the farther Side of the Nering, whence there 
would have been no Poflibility of our getting away. © 

After we, had rowed on very painfully during two 
Hotrs, I, enquiring after our Comrades, was anfwered, 
that they were betore, and that we fhould foon be up 
with them. , As Day began to peep, and. all the Houfes 
thereabouts were frequented by Muj/covites or. Coffacks, 
it would not be poflible for us to reach before the Gloom 
was difpelled, the Place where we were to crofs the. 
Viftula ; we therefore were forced. to-ftop once more at 
a Houfe belonging to a Peafant, with whom my Con- 
dutors were acquainted.. As we were going in, the 
Peafant was asked, whether any Mufcovite lodg’d in his 
Houfe ; he anfwered there did not, but faid that feveral 
came to it in the Day-time ; notwithftanding this, we 
were forced to flay. with him; a Moment after which: 
my two Schnaphans took me into, the Garret, threw me 
a Bundje of Straw, and bid me! lie ftill, faying that 
they, in the mean Time, would be upon the Watch, 
and go in queft of my Companions. . -* : 

After being kept awake two Nights, I wanted a little 
Sleep, but that was impofiible; and finding my Bed 
very hard, I ’rofe up, and Jook’d through a little Win- 
dow, whence I faw, about twenty Paces from me, two 
Mujfcovites, who were looking after their Horfes which 
fed in a Meadow: An Officer was walking up and 
down thereabouts, and a Party of Coffacks (fix in Num- 
ber) pafs’d within half a dozen Paces from me. This 
unpleafing Sight oblig’d me to retire immediately to 
my Bundle of Straw, to refle& on the Means how to 
extricate myfelf from this Blockade, not knowing that 
it was ftill clofer than I imagined ; for the, Landlady 
came and whifpered me not to make a Noife, faying, 
that there were five Coffacks at. Breakfaft in her Houfe. 
Upon receiving thefe Orders I did not ftir once ; and 
during the two Hours they ftay’d there, I over-heard 
irom my Garret all their Difcourfe, which related to 
the Siege of Dantzick. After they were gone, the 
LandJady, having . probably reflefted, by the — 
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ment I had been thruft into, that there was fome Myfte- 
ry in all this, came again to me, ask’d me fimply, 
whence 1 came, and who I was, faying, that fhe knew 
very well, by the German I fpoke, that I was not one of 
that Country, and faw by my Face that I was not a Pea- 
fant. I) made her believe whatever the pleafed; but 
"twas much worfe when fhe told me that her Houfe was 
in Danger, and that the Mu/covites would burn her alive 
in Cafe they found me in it. I trembled at thefe Words, 
being afraid fhe would turn me out of Doors ; but ufed 
all the Arguments poflible to remove her Fears, and de- 
fired her not to diflurb me. 

*Twas on Tuefday the 29th, when finding myfelf 
alone in the Garret, feparated from General Steenflieth, 
I fuffer’d a very crue! Kind of Torment, which is, the 
being ‘incapable to a€t when we are endued with the 
greateft Activity, and the being obliged to wait, motion- 
lefs, in Expe€tation of the moft difmal Accidents. This 
State of Inafivity fuggefted the moft gloomy Refle&tions, 
in the Midft of which I made two that gave me real 
Confolation ; firft, that God had deprived me of General 
Steenflieth, the only Man who could affift me, purpofely 
that I might confide in him only ; and fecondly, that a 
vifible: Divine Providence fuperintends all Things. You 
are to know, that at my leaving Dantzick, the Embafla- 
dor had given us two hundred Ducats, one hundred to 
Steenflieth, and one hundred to me. The Moment we fet 
out, as I am not ufed to carry Money about me, and 
finding it heavy, I refolved to cafe myfelf of it inftant- 
ly, and give it Steenflieth to keep. However, notwith- 
ftanding the great Inclination I had to do this, yet (but 
how I cannot tell) I delay’d giving it him: And after 
we were feparated, I confider’d the dreadful Condition I 
fhould have been in, had I been without a Penny about 
me: Which Circumftance revived me, and made me 
firmly believe, that I was under the immediate Protec- 
tion of Heaven. 

Quite tir’d with my prefent Situation, I came down, 
in Oriler to get fome fntelligence from my Guides. 
Thefe told me, that they knew General Steenflieth was 
notabove a Quarter of a League off, and would come 
up With us that very Night, at the crofling of the Viftula ; 
and that the Boat was quite ready to carry us over ; but 
that, as the Wind blew very hard, they did not know 
whether it would be fife for us to crofs, it being but a 
very fmall Vedelin, I told them, that we had no Time 
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for debating ; and that, as we could not run 4 greater 
Hazard, than in flaying where we wete, it was abfolute- 
ly neceffary for us to fet out at all Adventures, 

This Refolution being taken, the Moment it began to 
grow dark we flept into the Boat, and left it a Quarter of 
a League farther, at the Extremity of the Floods. We 
then walk’d a large League to the Viftula ; it being a 
Marth, we walk’d, the greateft Part of the Way, up to 
the Knees in Mud. Being got to the Bank, one of my 
Schnaphans. bid me flay these with his Comrade, faying, 
that he, in the mean Time, would go a Quarter of a 
League farther, and fee whether 'the Boat was at the 
Place he had appointed, There we waited a full Hour 
for him ; when he at laft returned, to tell us, that he 
had not found the Boat, and that the Mu/covites muit 
have catry’d it off. What could we do? Only return 
from whence we came. Accordingly we walk’d another 
League back, and at laft got toa Houfe, the Landlord 
of which appear’d a rational, ative, refolute Man. 
He engaged to procure me a Paflage over the Viffula,. and 
‘was as good as his Word; and hiding me in his Garret, 
fhe went to look for a Boat, and to enquire whether it. 
would be fafe for us to crofs over. . 

On Wednefilay the 30th, not being able to fleep, as I 
was ftanding at my Garret Window, I had the Pleafure 
to fee our chief Guide; who: had wander’d with General 
Steenflieth, come into the Houfe. Immediately I en- 
quir’d after the General, and. was anfwer'd, that he went 
the Night before, to the Rendezvous at the’ Paflage of 
the Vifiula, where the Coffacks met them on the Bank ; 
that he himfef had taken to his Heels; but as for Gene- 
ral Steenflieth, he did not Know what was become of 
him ; whence I concluded that I had quite loft him. 
Neverthelefs, I behav’d with Courage under this new 
Difappointment, when I refictted, that fince I was thus 
abandow’d, it would be abfolutely :neceffary for me: to 
rouze up all my Faculties, and not fuffer myfelf to be 
over-power’d by Affliction, how grievous foever it might 
be: AsIwas thus jabouring with thefe inward Strug- 
gies, my Landlord came, about Five in the Evening, 
and faid, that he, indeed, had.met with the Boat of a 
Fitherman, at whofe Houfe: two Mujfcovites lodged, but 
that there was no getting thither, becaufe of the great 
Number of Coffacks who were difperfed up and down, 
either to:look after their Horfes, that were grazing in 


the Meadows, or in Search of me, my retiring from 
Dantzick 
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Dantzick being no longer a Secret, and that they feiz’d 
all fuch Peafants as were about my Age and Stature. 

At this News I concluded, that it would now be im- 
pofible for me ever toefcape. I then held a Council 
with the Peafants, the Refult of which was, that we 
fhould continue that Night, and all the next Day in the 
fame Place ; which we did accordingly. 

On Thurfday the firft of uly, I again fummon'd our 
Council, to enquire whether there was no other Paflage 
where we might crofs with Safety. I am to inform you, 
that our Confultations were regulated by a great Bottle 
of Brandy, which the Embaffador had caufed to be put 
into a Hamper, that ferv’d as a Bottle-Cafe, with a 
Bottle of Hungarian Wine, to which, I may jufily affirm, 
I ow’d my Subfiflence, during the feven Days of my 
vagrant Life. To return to the Brandy ; it was neceffa- 
ry to proportion the Quantity of it ; for when my Pea- 
fants took but a Sup, they would be fuint-hearted, and 
declare, they could not fee how it would be poffible for 
us to get forward, and that they were afraid of being 
taken and hang’d ; but when they had drank more, they 
would have condu&ted me through the Enemy’s Camp. 
By this Means I was ever fluStuating between two very 
dubious Extremes: Add to this, that I fpoke fo little 
German, that I could fcarce explain myfelf, or under- 
ftand their Jargon. 

About fix in the Evening, the Landlord of the Houfe 
came, with an Air of Joy, and affured me, that all the 
Coffacks, who had been in the Neighbourhood the Nighe 
before, were gone ; that the Paffage was open, and that 
the Boat waited for me on the Shore of the Viffula, at 
a League’s Diftance from the Place where we then were. 
I waited very impatiently for the Dusk, which being 
come, I mounted a Horfe, and fet out with my Land- 
lord, who got upon another. The Order of our March 
was thus; the Landlord was to ride before, I was to 
follow him at fifty Paces Diftance, and the three Pea- 
fants were to walk on Foot, and form the Rear-Guard. 

In this Manner we pafs’d through dreadful Sloughs, in 
which my Horfe, who could fearce ftand upon his Legs, 
fell upon his Nofe at almoft every Step he took. We 
could perceive the Enemy’s Fires every where round us, 
and were forced to pafs, upon Account of the Ditches, 
very near the Village of Hey/mark, where there was a 
svery confiderable Pott. te here the Enemy embark*4 
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their Artillery and Ammunition, in Proportion as they 
arriv’d, 

Having rode happily half a League without meeting 
with a tingle Perfon, my Landlord defired me to halt 
there, faying, that he, in the mean Time, would go 
once more, and fee whether the Paflage was open, the 
Place being moft difficult of Accefs. I had not waited 
long before he return’d, in the utmoft Surprize, and told 
us, that all the Neighbourhood thereabouts was full of 
other CofJacks ; that he had even been examin’d, but had 
got clear, by declaring, that as he was carrying Provi- 
jions to the Army, he had loft Horfes in the Meadows, 
and was then looking for them. At this News all my 
Companions were in the utmoft Confternation, and de- 
clared unanimoufly, that we muft return to the Place 
from whence we came. As we fhould have run a mani- 
feft Hazard in fo doing, I affur’d them that I would never 
agree to it, and that all we had to do, was to arm our- 
felves with great Clubs, and knock down the Coffacks, in 
Cafe we were fuperior to them in Number, and could 
over-power them ; or otherwife to ufe the fame Expe- 
dient in which my Landlord had fucceeded, viz. to fay 
that we were looking for our Horfes, which were ftray’d 
in the Meadows. However, this Propofal was not re- 
ifh’d, upon which my Landlord bid us halt, faying, he 
would go once more upon the look-out, and fee whether 
he could find a Paflage either to the Right or Left. 

Whilft this was doing, (we all lying on our Bellies) 
my three mifcreant Peafants were going to abandon me, 
declaring continually that they would not be hang’d. 
Hearing this, the only Favour I requefted was, that they 
would ftay "till my Landlord came back. Accordingly, 
3 prevail’d with them, and the Landlord return’d foon 
after, to tell us, that the Cojfacks were gone, and that 
the Paffage was open that Inflant. Immediately ¥ 
mounted my Horfe, and my three Peafants follow’d me 
at a great Dillance, firmly refolved to run away in Cafe 
any unlucky Thing befel me or my Landlord. We 
walked for half a League, ’till we came to the Bank, 
when we faw coming towards us a little Mufcovite Wag. 
gon, with three Men in it; upon which we ran behind 
a Tree, and ftood there unperceiv'd. We left our Horfes 
at an hundred Paces from hence, and walk’d on Foot a 
Quarter of a League. My Landlord making me lie 
down among the Flags ~ the Shore of the Viftula, went 
in queft of the Boat. Flowever, he did not leave me 
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long in this Pofture, and I foon faw him return with the 
Boat, at the very Time that my three Peafants came up 
with us: We then embark’d, and, by the manifefi Afi- 

ftance of God, reached the other Side of the Viftula. 
There we very fortunately found a large Village, 
where we arriv’d on Friday the 2d of July, at Day- 
break. I was no fvooner got into it, but I ask’d for 
Horfes, in order to proceed on my Journey; but this 
was not pofible. My Peafants, who now thought them- 
{elves out of Danger, went into a Houfe, Jaid down, in 
{pite of all the Arguments I could ufe, and fel! into a 
deep Sleep. ~ I was forced to let them ileep on, and walk 
about the Houfe as Sentinel ; but grown quite weary of 
this Poft, I return’d into the Room, when waking very 
gently, and with the utmoft Caution, one of my Pea- 
fants, I intreated him, in the fofteft Words, to go end 
hire Horfes for us. Accordingly he ’rofe, went out, 
and return’d in about two Hours, but fo drunk that he 
could fearce ftand on his Legs, bringing with him a 
Man, who offer’d to hire us two Horfes and a Calath, but 
upon Condition, that we fhould leave the Value of them 
with one of the Townfmen, to prevent their lofing any 
Thing by us, in Cafe we fhould be plunder’d by the 
Coffacks. As "twas not our Bulinefs to haggle, and we 
wanted to be gone, I made fhort work of it, by purcha- 
fing the Equipage at the Price demanded, viz. 25 Ducats. 
While this was doing, a Crowd got round us, before 
whom my drunken Peafant began to expatiate on his 
great Merit, faying, that he would not be bubbled, but 
would know what Reward was to be given him, he ha- 
ving ventur’d his Neck to conduét me. Upon this, our 
chief Guide, fir’d with a Spirit of Generolity, began to 
fquabble with him, faying, he was a Rafcal, that this 
was not a Time to debate on fuch Matters, aud that he 
had exerted himfelf as much as any Body, and yet had 
not made any Demand. This Quarrel, which ’rofe to 
a great Height, prov’d to the Crowd that I was a Per- 
fon of Confequence, infomuch that every one began to 
diftinguifh me from my Companions. I reconciled 
Matters as well as I could ; and would very willingly 
have left my drunken Peafant, who was now of no Ufe 
to me, had I not been afraid that, intoxicated as he was, 
he would have quite difcover’d me. I therefore was 
obliged to pack him up in the Calafh, and fupport, or 
rather carry him on my Back, to keep him from break- 
ing his Neck. My chief Guide rode before, to conduét 
B2 the 
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the Calath ; and I Jeft the third, whom I believed had 
moft Senfe, with Orders to go and acquaint the Embaffa- 
dor of my having happily crofs’d the Viflula. At laft we 
{et out about Noon, without daring to ask the Way, to 
prevent, in Cafe of a Purfuit, anv one from giving the 
leaft Intelligence about me. I myfelf fleer’d our Courfe 
by the Map, being well acquainted with the Situation 
of that Country 5 and as we were to pafs the Nogat, E 
always went towards the Puint where it feparates from 
the Viftula, leaving Marienburg to the Left, it being gar- 
rifon’d by the Enemy. I went by upwards of twenty 
Villages, poffefs’d by either Saxons or Mufcovites, with- 
out any one’s taking the leaft Notice of me. 

After travelling very hard during four Hours, our 
Horfes were quite tir’d 5 the Weather alfo was very 
fultry, fo that it was neceffary for us to refrefh them ; 
but with what Safety could we flop, as the whole Coun- 
try was full of Enemies? Providence, however, fur- 
nifh’d us with an Opportunity, we fpying, at a hundred 
Paces from the Road, a lone Houfe without one Soul in 
it. We afterwards fet out again, and arriv’d at eight in 
the Evening at a publick Houfe, on the Shore of the 
Vifiula, We found an old Boat which lay upon the Land, 
when my Peafants fancy’d that we were got to the Nogat, 
and fo were refolved to crofs it in this crazy Veffel ; but 
I happening very fortunately to enquire of a Paffenger 
whether this were the Nogat, he anfwer’d, it was not, 
but that I was not above a League and a half from it, 
and that this was the Viffula. 

Had it not been for this Information, we fhould have 
crofs’d the Viffula, and fo had been undone ; we there- 
fore told the Landlord, that we were Butchers belonging 
to Mariendurgh, and intended to crofs the Nogat to buy 
Cattle ; he told us that this would be impoffiblée, all 
the Boats, to the very fmalleft, having been taken away 
and carry’d to Marieuburgh, upon Account of the Poli/h 
Troops that were roaming in Parties up and down the 
Country, on the other Side the Nogat. Hearing this, 
I could not fee a Poflibility of my ‘efcaping, and we 
were forced to fpend the Night in the Barn, our Horfes 
being quite tired. Juft as Day began to break, my Pea- 
fants came to this Refolution, that we muft go over the 
Bridge to Marienburgh, and that they could not think of 
any other Method. I obferved to them, but to no Pur- 
pofe, that there wasa Garrifon in this City, and that 
we fhould certainly be feized by it: They were deaf-to

my Arguments, and even threaten’d to leave me in 
Cafe I did not comply. However I at laft prevailed 
fo far, that we fhould proceed to the Shore of the Nogat, 
and that in Cafe we had not an Opportunity of crofling 
it, we then fhould go by Mariendurg; accordingly we 
went all along the Bank, thro’ Woods and execrable 
Way, “till we arriv’d at a little Village. 

I faid to them, that it would be proper for us to flop, 
but my two Peafants, who were always for domineering 
refus’d, declaring that it was to no Purpofe, and even 
dangerous for us to make any Enquiry, fince we were 
fure we could not pafs the River any where but at Ma- 
rienburg: Neverthelefs, I at laft was fo far Matter, 
that one of my Peafants went into the Houle to make 
fome Enquiry, but, very Juckily for me, the Inhabi- 
tants could not fpeak any Tongue but the Poli/h, as he 
came and inform’d me, adding, that he could not make 
them underftand him. 

Upon this I alighted from the Calafh, with Defign 
to fpeak to them; but this my Peafants oppos’d, they 
being afraid that my Speech would betray me. After 
difputing fome Time, they came from the Calafh, and 
told me plainly that they would leave me, being deter- 
mined to fave their Necks: I willingly confented, being 
no longer able to bear with their Infolence and Stupidity. 
I then went into the Houfe, and told the Landlady very 
courteoufly, that I wanted tocrofs the Nogat, in Order 
to go and buy Cattle ; but fhe told me that there was 
not one Boat upon the River, and that fhe herfelf had a 
few Cattle to difpofe of: I anfwered, that I would 
alfo purchafe fome of her at my Return, but that £ 
fhould think myfelf oblig’d to her if fhe could find 
Means for me to crofs the River: The good Woman 
replied, I fee your are an honeft Man, fo I wil! let my 
Son condué& you; a Quarter of a League from hence is 
a Friend of ours, a Fifherman, who lives on the other 
Side the Water, and keeps a little Vedelin in his Houfe, 
upon my Son’s making a Signa! to him, he wil! come 
to this Side and take you into his Boat. I thank'd the 
good Woman, and flept into the Calafh with her Son. 
My rafcally Peafants, who were ftill there, obferving 
me not to be fo much dejefted as before, and that I 
had a Guide, fufpefted that I had now got what I want 
ted, fo came up to me with a Defign of getting into 
the Calafh ; and this not being a proper Seafon for Re- 
proaches, I did not fay a Word tothem : [ therefore fet 

out, 
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out, and after riding a Quarter of a League came to 
the Banks of the Nogat, where, indeed, the Landlady’s 
Son, at his firft Signal, made -his Friend the Fifherman 
come out of his Hut, and drag his little Vedelin after 
him into the River. The Moment he was come over 
tv us, I ftept into the Vedelin with one of my Peafants, 
and left the other with our Equipage, it not being pof- 
fible for us to convey it crofs the River, and order’d 
him to wait there "till his Comrade, whom I intended 
to fend back the fame Day, was returned to him. 

In this Manner, Praife be to Almighty God, I crofs’d 
the Nogat, and very Juckily for me, found in the little 
Village called Biabagora, fituated on the River’s Side 
a fmall Waggon and two Horfes, which brought me 
happily to Marienwerder on Saturday the 3d of Fuly, 
after having fent away my Peafant witha fhort Letter 
to the Embaffador. Finding myfelf alone in the pub- 
lick Houfe, I took a little Reft, after fuftaining incre- 
dible Bodily Fatigues, without being able to give any 
Eafe to my Mind, which was in great Agitation, upon 
account of my Uncertainty what Courfe to take. 

I can juftly afirm, that the Satisfaction which my 
Efcape gives me, is not capable of foothing my Af- 
fliftion, as I no longer enjoy the fincere Friends whom 
I Joft, and that after the moft cruel Manner, in Dant- 
zick. I don’t Pity them as Prifoner’s of War, for that 
is the Fate of Men of Honour; but what Compaffion 
do they not merit, fhould they be reduced to the Con- 
dition of Slaves, at the Expence of their Confcience 
and Liberty ? 

The next Day after my Arrival at Marienwerder, I 
was fo fortunate as to meet again with my faithful 
Companion General Steenflieth, which is a great Con- 


folation to me.

As foon as King Staniflaus was gone, and Count Mu- 
nich had fent to the Magiftrates of Dantzick to deliver 
up the Marquefs de Monti to him, the Marquefs wrote 
the following Letter to the Ruffian General, 


SIR, 
HE Magiftrates of Dantzick have jult now com- 


municated to me the Letter your Excellency wrote 
them, wherein you demand me to be deliver’d up to 


you. I am forry to fee, upon your Account, Sir, that 
what 
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what I heard by feveral Hands, that your Excellency 
demanded me in Order to put me into Captivity, was 
but too true: I thought, I confefs, that fuch Difcourfes 
muft come from your Enemies, and not from any that 
had a Value for your Reputation, efpecially becaufe 
mutual Compliments had paffed between us, as is ufual- 
ly praétifed between the Miniflers and Generals of the 
greateft Princes; but I perceive they are too true, by the 
Letter your Excellency has written to the Magifirates. 
I could never have imagined, that a Perfon like your 
Excellency, Minifter and General of fo vaft a Monarcy 
and fo great a Princefs, could be ignorant of what is 
due to the fublime Charaéter with which I have the 
Honour to be vefied; a Charaéter refpeéted in the mott 
early Times, and in the modern , by the moft barbarous 
Nations. I fhall not give your Excellency a Detail of 
the Rights of an Embaflador, becaufe I fuppofe you 
know them; no Body in the World, from the higheft 
to the loweft, is ignorant of them. I fhould be under 
great Concern, if the Magiftrates and Orders of the 
Town of Dantzick, who are fo well acquainted with 
the Prerogatives annexed to my Charafter, fhould fuffer 
fo much as a Prime to be fired on my Account: They 
have undergone the Miferies of a Blockade and Siege for 
almoft five Months ; and I would not by any Means, the 
Regard they would undoubtedly fhew me, fhould en- 
hance them. Tho’ I am very fure their Probity would 
never fuffer them to give me up, when the Town of 
Dantzick fhall agree to the Articles of Capitulation, 
it will not be neceffary to infert that which concerns 
me. I will repair, with all my Domefticks and Equi- 
page to your Excellency’s Camp, prepared to undergo 
all the Hardfhips you can’ put upon me. Nothing can 
be more glorious for me than to be mal-treated there, “till 
the Complaints of all Sovereigns, who are interefted in 
- the Prefervation of the Rights of their Minillers, and 
thofe of the Publick, reach the Ears of your auguft 
Miftrefs ; and I am perfuaded that the perfeét Know- 
ledge fhe has of the Prerogatives of a Minifter of my 
Chara&ter will change my Situation, though not your 
Orders, becaufe it is impoflible you fhould have any 
fuch. I own to your Excellency, that the Event 
which has happened within thefe three Days ought to 
mortify you ; but I cannot help it. There is only my- 
felf and fome of my Domefticks that you have any 
Thing to do with it; and ail the Rigours you can ~— 
‘. cilg 
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cife upon that Account, Sir, againft the Polanders or 
the Town of Danztick, would be unjuft. I defire your 
Excellency to give me a fpeedy Anfwer, that I get my- 
felf ready to come to you, when you have fettled the 
Capitulation. 

P.S. Ithink it cannot be amifs to fubjoin fome Re- 
fle&tions upon the Cafe in Queftion, which may not 
perhaps have yet occurred to your Excellency. 

Refleftion 1. There is no War declar’d between France 
and Rufia. 2. Butif a War had been a€tually declared, 
the Cuftom is to give Paffports to the Minifters at the 
refpe&tive Courts that engage in War, to go out of their 
Dominions. Much more ought I to have them, be- 
eaufe I am in a Town of the Republick of Polond, 
which acknowledged me in a Time of Tranquillity, as 
did alfo the late King; and all the Minifters of the 
Princes that are at War with France acknowledged me 
in that Quality after the Death of King Auguftus: I 
treated with them, and never refigned my Charaéer to 
the King my Matter nor had any new Letters of Cre- 
dence. 2. My Arreft would be contrary to the Law of 
Nations, which is refpetted every where, and can be 
violated by none, becaufe all Sovereigns are concerned, 
whofe Embaffadors, and every Thing belonging to them, 
are look’d upon as Sacred. 4. I have not exceeded the 
Miniftry of an Embaffador, not having born Arms againft 
the Troops of Ruffa and her Allies, but confined myfelf 
entirely to. the Inftru&tions I had. 5. It is neceffary to 
tell you, that when I quitted Warfaw, the 22d of Sep- 
tember, I left my Palace with the Arms of the King 
my Mafter over the Gate, and all my Goods and Equi- 
page. “he Emperor’s Embaffador, the Mafler of the 
Horfe Count Leuwenvolde, and the Count his Brother, 
Miniflers Plenipotentiaries of Rufia, forefeeing my 
Retreat from Warfaw, defired Mr. Woodward, Envoy 
of England, and. M. Kinner, Refident of the Emperor, 
to come to my Houfe and tell me from them, that I 
need have no Uneafinefs about my Domeflicks or my 
Houfe, my Goods or Equipage; that all fhould be 
carefully fecured, not only upon Account of my Cha- 
rafter, but alfo the cordial Manner in which we had 
lived fogether ; which they have performed with a Po- 
Jitenefs beyond all Exprefion: And tho’ I have not 
heard any Thing of them thefe feveral Months, I do 
not in the Jeaft Doubt but they are all fafe. Mr. Wood- 
werd, Envoy of England, ang M. Rumpf, Minifter of 
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Halland, told me, that if any Thing happened to my 
Houfe or Domefticks during my Abfence, they would 
fland up vigoroufly in Support of the Law of Nationss 
and M, Kiuner, the Emperor’s Refident, added, that 
my Domefticks had nothing to do but to come to him, 
becaufe on fuch Occafions all the Miniflers ought to 
fiand by each other. If fo juft a Regard was paid to 
my Dometticks and Equipage, what ought I not to ex- 
pest for my Perfon ? Tho’ the Marfhal de Munich affects 
to treat me in his Letters only as Marquefs de Monti, 
without taking any Notice of my Quality as Embafla- 
dor.

But having. received no Anfwer to this Letter, he 
wrote a fecond as follows, viz. 


SIR, 
F AM more furprifed than ever, that your Excellency 
did not anfwer my Letters; but that is out of the 
Queftion ; the Magiftrates communicated to me this 
Day at Noon the Paragraph of the Letter you wrote 
to them, in which I am concerned. I ftand, Sir, by 
what I wrote you in my former Letter, that I wil! not 
fuffer the Prime of a Gun to be fired againft the Town 
upon my Account. I got that Paragraph tranflated 
from the German into Frensh 3 I do not know whether 
it is rightly tranflated; but it fays, That the Marque/> 
de Monti, formerly Embaffador of France, Jeing fill 
in the Toum, is to be delivered up, between this Time and 
To-morrow in the Evening, to the Ruffian Army, with all 
the Perfons that are about him, all his Domefticks, and his 
Letters, upon Pain of the. Difpleafure of her Majefty the 
Emprefs of all the Ruflias; dut in Cafe the faid Magifirates 
of Dantzick will not confent voluntarily to deliver up the 
faid Marque/s de Monti, he fhall be made to come out with 
@ Detachment of the Ruffian Army. I protett, before 
all the Princes of Europe, againft the Violence done to 
my Charaéter: At the fame Time, not to diffrefs the 
Town yet more, againft which you threaten to go on 
with your Hoftilities, to bombard it, and not to hearken 
to any Propofition, unlefs they deliver me up, I am 
preparing to fet out To-morrow in the Evening, with 
all the Domefticks and Equipage I can. Your Exce}- 
lency willtet me know the Gate Iam to go out at, and 
the Road I am to take, and will fend me a Paffpoyt: I

only put you in Mind, that it is not poflible for me to 
40 away with all my Equipage at once. If you pleafe, 
Siy, to grant them a Day or two more, you will do me 
a Pleafure; if not, it fhall be juft as you pleafe. I 
have the Honour to be, &.

Accordingly the faid Marquefs de Monti marched out 
the Beginning of uly, 1734, and furrendered himfelf 
to the Ruffian General; as did alfo the Primate and 
other Polifh Lords that were in Dantzick: The Marquefs 
was immediately confined, and had a Guard of 100 Men 
fet over him ; and the Primate was on the 5th conduét- 
ed, under a flrong Guard, to Dir/chau, where he was 
kept clofe Prifoner ; but the other Lords remained at 
Dantzick, and were put under Arreft only. 


Tn the aforefaid Number 75 of our Regifler, Page 261, 
we gave the Capitulation made by the French Troops 
in the Fort Wechfelmunde at Dantzick: Thefe Troops 
were, according to the Gapitulation, immediately put on 
Board the Ruffian Squadron, but inftead of being carried 
to any neutral Port in the Baltick, they were carried 
direAly to Cronftadt, and there detained Prifoners ; 
upon which Occafion the Court of Rufia fent the fol- 
Jowing Declaration, or Manifetto, to their Commander, 
the Count de la Motte, by whom it was fent to the 
Court of France, viz. 


BE French Troops fent by France to the Relief 

of the Town of Dantzick, having been reduced 
by the Arms of her Imperial Majefty of all the Rufias, 
to the Necefity of furrendering by Agreement, by Vir- 
tue whereof they were to be tranfported to one of the 
Ports of the Baltick, where they might eafily be thipped 
on Board French Veffels or Merchant Ships; her Impe- 
rial Majefty declares, that it neither was, nor is yet 
her Intention any Ways to break in upon the Capitula- 
tion granted to the faid Troops : But the French Squa- 
dron fent into the Baltick, having, 

1. Attacked, without any previons Declaration of 
War between Auffa and France, and taken upon the 
high Seas a Pacquet-boat and two Galliots, and after- 
wards a Ruffian Frigate; taken Prifoners and carried 
away with them ell! the Men belonging to the faid 
Ships, and feiz’d the Effefls and Merchandizes they 
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they found in them, and even fent the Frigate to France. 

2. Tho’ that Frigate and the Ships above-mentioned. 
had not on their Part committed any Hoftilitics againg 
the French Ships, the Rufian Frigate having no Orders 
to commit any, and the other Ships not being any 
Ways armed, but ferving only to maintain a Correfpon- 
dence between Cronftadt and Lubeck, and to carry Paf- 
fengers and their Goods from one Place to the other, 
as has been praStifed thefe many Years. 

3 Which Hoftilities, committed on the Part of 
France, were the more furprifing, becaufe none had 
been committed againft France on the Part of Ruffia ; 
but quite the contrary ; the Commerce of the Frenc’ 
Merchants and Subjects having had its free Courfe, 
without any Hindrance or Interruption to this Day, in 
the Ports of Rugia. And, 

4. Such Step and Proceedings againft Rufia, on the 
Part of France, being entirely contrary to the Law of 
Nations, and to the Cuttoms received and prattifed be- 
tween Nations even the lJeaft civiliz’d, which do not 
commit A&s of Hoftility *till they have previoufly de- 
clared War. 

For thefe Reafons her Imperial Majefty has a Right, 
and indeed it is her Duty to detain the French Troops 
above-mentioned, by Way of Reprifal, ’till the Frigate 
named the Mittau is reftored, with all her Men, that 
is to fay, the Captain, Lieutenants, and other higher 
and lower Officers, Soldiers and Seamen, &c. from the 
firft to the laft, without excluding any une whomfoever, 
under any Pretence whatever, with all the Cannon, 
Ammunition, and Effeéts; in a Word, in the fame 
Condition fhe was in at the Time the was taken by the 
French Ships ; together with all the Men and Rigging, 
and all the Effeéts taken out of the other three Ships 
above-mentioned ; and ’till all this, without any Ex- 
ception or Detention, be fent back, really reflored, and 
delivered in one of the Ports of Ruffia. 

And tho’ her Imperial Majefty is obliged, for the Réze 
fons aforefaid, to detain thofe French Troops, till her 
juft Pretenfions are entirely fatis'y’d on the Part of 
France, fhe neverthelefs declares, that they fhall be 
treated, in the mean while, in a Manner fuitable to 
every Man’s Condition ; and that all the Care that is 
neceflary, fhall be taken for their Support and Subli- 
ftence, according toa more particular Agreement to be 
made with the Officer 7 commands, them, to whom 
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her Imperial Majefty alfo gives Permiffion to fend one 
of his own Officers, furnifh’d with good Paffports, to 
France, to carry this Declaration thither, and to procure 
fo much the fooner a fpeedy Refolution, and the Satis- 
fa€tion above demanded, that the French Troops may 
forthwith be fent back to France : And becaufe, in that 
Cafe, this Reftitution may be made on the Part of Ruffa 
without Delay, thofe Troops fhall be left in a Place near 
the Baltick Sea, where they may readily embark on their 
Return to France, wherein they fhall be forwarded as 
much as pofhble. 
Done at Petersburg, this 16th of July, 1734.

We thall now give our Readers the Copy of the Oath 
tender’d to and taken by the conforming Lords in Dant- 
mick, as mention’d in the fame Number, which was as 

_ follows. 


N.N. do fwear in the Name of God, One in the 
Bleffed Trinity, without defigning to make any In- 
terpretatioh contrary to this Oath, That having recog- 
nized the Moft Serene Prince and King Auguftus IIL for 
King of Poland, unanimoufly elef&ted by free Voices, 
and already happily crowned, I will pay and render unto 
him an inviolable Fidelity, and an Obedience according 
to the Laws. I renounce and abjure the Proclamation 
of the Perfon of Staniflaus, perpetrated againft fo many 
Conftitutions, as the very Man whom the Republick, 
by her ancient Laws, by the Dyet of Ludlin, and by the 
Confederacy of Sendomir, had excluded from it, and who, 
by the Grand Council of Warfaw, and by the two fuc- 
ceeding Dyets of the Years 1717 and 1718, is condemn’d 
and declared once for all an Enemy to his Country. 1 
condemh, annul and make void all the Aéts which have 
been made in his Favour: And acceding voluntarily to 
the General Confederacy of the States of the Republick, 
begun by his Majefty’s Authority, and refumed at Cra- 
cow; IT at the fame Time readily accept all the Ties and 
Obligations thereof, and will perform, advance, and 
maintain, in Conjun&tion with the Republick, every 
Thing that regards the Catholick Religion, his Majefly the 
King, the Laws and Liberties. And if I have had the 
Misfortune to be feduced by thofe who have contributed 
to ftir up Animofities in the RepubMck, it thal! be to 
oppofe the fame, that I fhall fincerely and effettually 
apply myfelf, by all the Means I am capable of, and 
; fail 
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fhall endeavour, to the utmoft of my Power, to procure 
the Republick the fpeedieft Tranquility. I will never 
contrive any Thing direftly or indire&tly, againft the 
Sacred Perfon of his Majefty King uguftus III. nor 
upon any Terms keep in the deepeft Receffes of my 
Soul, what might be contrary to him; but remain con- 
ftant to this fame Mafter, and, as long as Life and For- 
tune remain, him will maintain and defend. Neither 
will I ever enter into any hurtful Confpiracies, Combi- 
nations, or Correfpondencies ; but, on the contrary, I 
will rife up, as againft an Enemy to his Country, againft 
any Perfon whatever that thall attempt any Thing to his 
Hurt. Laftly, I will conftantly remain under this Ob- 
ligation, as well in Profperity as in Adverfity, fearing 
nothing by the Grace of God, nor following any parti- 
cular Views and Advantages. Herein I will remain 
conftant, not only “till the Republick is entirely pacify’d 
both at Home and Abroad, but alfo ever hereafter, 

Sa help me God, and his Crofs and Paffion. 





But the Primate and fome other Lords refufing to take 
this Oath, were fent Prifoners to Elbing ; and on the 27th 
of July, the Gate of Oliva was reftored to the Dantzickers, 
as were foon after, al] the other Gates and Forts of the 
Town, except Fort Wechfelmunde, which it was judged 
neceffary to keep Poffefion of, ’till the Tranquility of 
Poiand fhould be entirely reftor’d. On the 30th, a Sena- 
tus Confilium was held in his Majefty’s Prefence at Oliva, 
before he fet owt for Dre/den, when the following Decla- 
ration was agreed to, and ordered to be publifh’d, viz. 


At THOUGH the Term of the Amnefty granted 
to the adverfe Party at War/aw and Cracow, by the 
Genera! Confederacy of the States, be now expired, and 
yet they ceafe not to aft ftill obftinately againft their 
Duty and the Good of their Country, by holding unlaw- 
ful Affemblics, forcing the Nobility to part with them, 
Joading the innocent People with all Manner of Impofi- 
tions, burning the Houfes of fome of the Nobility, for- 
cing others from their Honfes, and dragging them in a 
moft inhuman Manner before what they call the Court of 
Captures, and .at other Times, by plundering of Towns 
and Villages ; notwithftanding all thefe enormities, we 
are willing to ufg gentle Methods before we proceed to 
Extremities with the Ill-intentioned, in order to prevent 
the Evils into which they are going to precipitate them- 
, {elves 
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felves ; not doubting but that, in Regard to their own 
private Intereft, they will Jay hold of the Advantage 
offered them by our Clemency, and fubmit to their 
Duty. For this Reafon we grant them fix Weeks more, 
and exhort all thofe that love God and their Country, to 
throw off the Spirit of Faétion, and join with us, that 
we may jointly endeavour to reftore the Tranquility of 
the Kingdom. If, contrary to Expettation, fome be 
found fo obftinate as to fpurn at our Favour, and perfift 
in their Defigns after the faid Term is elapfed, we 
hereby authorize our well-beloved Subjeéts to proceed 
againft them and their Accomplices, according to the 
utmoft Rigour of the ancient Laws of the Realm, un- 
der the Penalties ftipulgted by the prefent general Con- 
federacy. For this Purpofe we declare by thefe Pre- 
fents, that in fuch Cafe we fhall re-eftablifh, by pri- 
vate circular Letters, the Courts of Confederacy, con- 
formable to the Conftitution of the Year 1717, and the 
General Confederacy reaffumed at Cracow not that our 
Defign is thereby to incroach on the Right of other 
Courts, to which every Man may apply himfcif, and 
thereby make good his Pretenfions. 

Whereas the Bifhop of Plocko, Zaluski, the Sieurs 
Poniatowski, Prebendowski, Czapski, and Morztyn, Pa- 
Jatines of Mazovia, Mariembourz, Pomerella, and Livo- 
nia 3 Offolinski, Grand Treafurer of the Crown ; Bielin- 
ski, Marfhal of the Court; Rozradziewski, Wlofzo- 
zinski, and Weffel, Cafiellans of Rogozin, Krynein, and 
Warfaw; Roftkowski, and Saphieha, Starofis of Wilski, 
and Wilkowski ; Prince Czartoriski, and feveral others, 
have, during the prefent Deliberations, taken the 
Oath according to the Formulary prefented to them, 
and have acceded to the prefent States of the Confede- 
racy, we hereby receive and own them fer true Patri- 
ots, and permit them to affift in all ‘our Councils. 
And forafmuch as every Kingdom; where Juflice does 
not take Place, is no better than a Neft of Robbers and 
Vagabonds, we ena&t by thefe Prefents, by Virtue of 
the Refolution taken in our Jaft Council, that upon 
publifhing our happy Conftitution in the feveral Pala- 
tinates and Towns of the Kingdom, the refpettive 
Courts belonging to them be immediately opened end 
continued, in Order to put a Stop to Rapine and Inju- 
ftice, and that every one may be at Liberty to fue for 
his Right and Property, according to the Laws and 
Conftitution of the Realm. 





And 
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And whereas the Crown Army was long without a 
Head, which was the Reafon why we could not yet 
provide for the Soldiers Pay, according to the Confti- 
tution of 1717, nor proceed regularly to compafs an 
entire Pacification of the Republick, we have thought 

roper to confer the Command thereof upon the Sieur 

xewski, whofe Zeal for his Country and Fidelity is 
well known to us; we order him hereby, to ufe his 
utmoft Endeavours to engage the Army to pay the 
Obedience they owe unto us and the Republick, and 
to do all he can to difperfe and extirpate the Parties 
that ftill fly about in divers Places, in ftri&t Conformity 
to the Conftitutions, thofe in Particular of 1655, 16€9, 
and 1717. We ordain further, that as foon as the Ar- 
my fhall return to Obedience half a Year’s Pay be given 
them without Delay, out of the Treafure granted by 
the Patta Conventa. 

Whereas the confederated States of the Crown of 
Poland, have broken and annulled all the A&s, Con- 
ventions, Manifeftoes and Protefts made under our 
Reign, in Favour of the oppofite Party, we approve 
of all the faid States have done in that Refpe&; and 
hereby declare, that we abrogate and annul, in like 
Manner all Writings made at Dantzick, againfi our 
Perfon and the confederated Republick, and which 
have been inferted in the Aéts of Judicature belonging 
to the Magiftrates of that City, and we require thent 
by thefe Prefents to be taken out from amongfl their 
Records. 

In Order to fatisfy the Inftances of the confederated 
States, we will, that our Troops in Fort Wechfelmunde, 
remain there "till an entire Pacification be effefted of 
the prefent Troubles, to fecure the, faid Fort againft 
all Surprizes. And whereas the Grand Treafurer of 
the Crown is reconciled to the confederated Republick, 
and has refumed the Funétions of his Poft, we order 
him to be paid what fhall be affigned him from the Re 
venues of the Republick. And fince we approve of 
the Difpofition made by the States of the Republick, 
touching the Treafure of the Grand Dutchy of Lithua- 
nia, we ordain in like Manner that Appointment made 
by the Marfhal of the Confederacy, to bs paid to the 
Palatine of Trocko, as far as the prefent Jun@ure of 
Affairs will permit. We promife to affift at the further 





Deliberations of the confederated Republick, and order 


this Refult of their left Council be forthwith publifhed, 
3c. Im- 
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Immediately after the breaking up of this Senatus- 
éonfilium, his Majefty, King Auguftus, fet out on his 
Return to Drefden; but before his Departure he left 
a Commiffion with the Bifhop of @racow, to receive in 
his Name the Homage of the Town of Dantzick, which 
his Lordfhip accordingly did with great Pomp and So- 
lemnity on the 2d of Auguft. 

The Polih Lords, who fubmitted, as above, to King 
Auguftus, in Order to confirm their Submiffion, and alfo 
to reconcile themfelves to the Czarina, foon after drew 
up and fighed the following Declaration, viz. 





S$ the Sentiments of Friendfhip and Good-will of 

_ her Imperial Majefty of all the Rujfias, towards 
our Republick of Poland, have appeared upon all Oc- 
cafions, we have received a new and moft convincing 
Proof thereof, in what her faid Imperial Majefty has 
been pleafed to do in this laft Conjunéture, to maintain 
the Repofe and Tranquility of our dear Country : It is 
but foo true, that fuffering ourfelves to be led away by 
the Evil-minded, we followed the Party of Staniflaus 
Lefzoxinski, notwithftanding fo many Declarations made 
by the Republick againft his Perfon, in the Dyets of 
the Years 1717 and 17183; as alfo in the Confederacy 
of Sendomir, and in a General Affembly at War/aw, 
which with one common Confent declared him-an Ene- 
imy to his Country. 

Recovered from thofe Prejudices, we have now en- 
tirely abandoned them, and gladly join our well-mean- 
ing Brethren: We acknowledge his Majefty King Auzu- 
fius III. to be our moft gracious King and Mafter, and 
with a voluntary Submiffion we pay him an inviolable 
Fidelity and Devotion. 

After this Teftimony of our fincere Repentance, the 
natural Clemency of her Imperial Majefty of all the 
Ruffias, make us hope for an entire Oblivion of what 
is paft; and as we are now but too well convinced that 
her difinterefted and falutary Intentions never had any 
other View, than the real Good and Tranquility of 
our Country, the Duty of a true Patriot naturally en- 
gaging us to concur in every Thing to promote fuch a 
Defign, and to make it the principal and only Objeé 
of our Cares, we cannot help thinking the Friendlhip 
and Alliance which fubfifts between her Imperial Mo- 
jefly of all the Rufias, and our moft gracious King and 
‘the Republick- of Poland, — beneficial to our Coun- 
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try 5 and we do declare and promife, by Virtue of this 
prefent Writing, that on our Part we will endeavour 
faithfully to maintain, and to eftablifh more and more 
that good Harmony and perfeé&t Intelligence ; and that 
far from ever caufing the leaft Alteration in it, we will 
rather look upon all thofe who fhall any Ways dire@ly 
or indire&tly attempt it, as Difturbers of the publick 
Peace at home and abroad, 

This Acknowledgment and Declaration of our Inten- 
tions being equally fincere and faithful, we promife in- 
violably to perfift therein ; and wifhing nothing more 
ardently than to fee the inward Peace of our dear Coun- 
try fpeedily reftored, we engage at the fame Time to 
apply ourfelves with all imaginable Diligence, to-the 
fpeedy reftoring of that Peace throughout the Extent of 
the Republick, and to ufe all the Means for that Purpofe, 
which can contribute to put an End forthwith to the 
Troubles and Hoftilities which the contrary Party en- 
deavour to keep up, to the entire Defolation of their 
native Country ; and we will not fail, to the utmoft of 
our Power, to bring back thofe Opponents to the fame 
Sentiments of Peace and Duty, which we here declare, 
and which we will never ceafe faithfully, and like Men 
of Honour and Confcience, to perform. 

Done at Dantzick, this 16th of Auguft, 1734. 





And asa further Mark of their fincere Repentance, 
they drew upand fign’d, about the fame Time, the fol- 
lowing Letter to the Pope, viz. 


AS having moft humbly kiffed your Holinefs’s 
bleffed Feet, we take the Liberty to recommend 
ourfelves and our poor defolate Country to you. The 
Prerogative which the Republick of Poland enjoys of 
eleSting her Kings, is much more fatal than honourable 
for her, becaufe it is very rare to fee a whole People 
unite in the fame Sentiment and the fame Voice. Nei- 
ther is it the firft Time that this Republick, abufing her 
Liberties and Privileges, has been torn to Pieces by 
divers Fa€&tions, and pufhed to the very Brink of De- 
ftru€tion: But when Affairs have appeared to be the 
moft defperate, Poland has always experienced the Re- 
lief of Divine Providence, by which Kings Reign, and 
which keeps the Difpofal of the Rights of Kingdoms. 
For that Providence, as often as human Affiftance has 
fail’d, has infallibly and evidently pe out the Per- 
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fon defigned to be chofen King for the Good of the Peo- 
ple. It is for this Purpofe, that we, who unfortunately 
"till now were of a quite different Sentiment, after ha- 
ving maturely confider’d all Circumftances, have folemn- 
ly recogniz’d the King pointed out to us by Heaven, 
whom his divine Will has eftablifhed upon the Throne, 
and Viftory has crown’d with Laurels ; we mean our 
Prince Royal, Ele&tor of Saxony, the moft Serene and 
moft Mighty Auguffus IIT. whom we have recognized 
for our true and lawful King, and to whom we have ta- 
ken an Oath of Allegiance and Fidelity as required. 
Cafting ourfelves therefore at your Holinefs’s Feet, we 
earneftly beg you will be pleafed to blefs this fincere 
Refolution which we have taken: And as we have al- 
ready folemnly recognized the moft Serene and moft 
Mighty Auguftus III. our moft gracious Lord, for true 
and lawful King of Poland, and Great Duke of Lithuania, 
we befeech your Holinefs to be pleafed to recognize him 
alfo in that Quality, and to grant» him your precious 
Favour. Our whole Republick will be the more obliged 
to your Holinefs for it, becaufe it is, perhaps, the only 
Means of reftoring Peace and Tranquility to our Coun- 
try, yet cruelly harraffed with Troubles and Divifions. 

For the reft, we moft humbly pray your Holinefs to 
be pleafed to grant your Moft Holy Apoftolical Benedic- 
tion to our Moft Serene Prince, Lord and King Augu/tus UT. 
and to us and our unfortunate Country. On our Side, 
we fupplicate Almighty God, that he will vouchfafe 
long to preferve your Holinefs in Health, for the Happi- 
nefs of the Chriftian World, over whom you are fupreme 
Guide and Governor. We are, Ge. 





During the long Continuance of the Siege of Dantzick, 
there was but one Atttempt made by the Polanders of 
King Staniflaus’s Party, to relieve that rich and populous 
City 5 and this Attempt, which was made by the Ca- 
fiellan of Cxerski; was made in fo faint a Manner, that 
they were defeated by the Dragoons and Coffacks belong- 
ing to the Ruffian Army before Dantzick, as appears by 
the following Extra&t of a Letter, wrote by the Ruffian 
General, Count de Munich, to his Miftrefs the Czarina, 
dated the 7th of April, 1734, from his Camp at Ohre 
near Dantzick, viz, 


D2 IERAVE 
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HAVE the Honour to inform your Majefty, that, 

not to wait for the Caftellan of Cxerski’s coming hi- 
ther with his Troops, I fent a few Days ago the Dra- 
goons and Coffacks encamped near Stargard to meet him ; 
and I have this Moment receiv’d Advice from Lieute- 
nant-General Sagreski, that having furprized the Caftel- 
Jan at Schwetz the qth Inftant, he purfu’d my Orders, 
end totally defeated him, taking his Magazines, Kettle- 
drums, Standards and Colours ; and that Major-General 
Biron was putfuing the Enemy on their Flight; that J 
have now nothing to fear tiom that Enemy ; and the 
Town of Dantzick, which I keep fhut in, can no more 
receive Relief, than diflodge me from hence. 


After King Stanijlaus’s Efcape from Dantzick, he went, 
by Permiffion of the King of Prufia, and took up his 
Refidence at Konigsberg 5 and as it became neceffary to 
publifh fomething to the World, upon that remarkable 
Alteration in his Affairs, the following Manifefto made 
its Appearance foon after. 


TANISLAUS I. by the Grace of God, King of 
x) Poland, and Great Duke of Lithuania, Ruffia, Pruffia, 
Maxovia, Samogitia, Kiow, Volhinia, Podolia, Podlachia, 
Livonia, Smolensko, Sieviesk, and Charnikow, Ge. Ge. 

We are alfured, that the Tragedy now afting in Poland 
is fo confpicuoufly reprefented to all Europe, as to attra&t 
the Eyes of the moft indifferent ; that Reprefentation is 
too lively, not to inform the moft ignorant of the Plot of 
the Play ; and it is of too great Weight and Importance 
to ftand in need ef Judges. © 

Tho’ Juftice needs no Defence, Truth no Apology, 
and Reafon no Proof; yet we fhould think ourfelf cul- 
pable in the Sight of God, fhould we not lay our own 
Affair before the Eyes of all the Chriftian World ; the 
fame with Regard to our Country, fhould we by our Si- 
lence appear unconcérned at her Miferies; and with Re- 
gard to the Publick, fhould we not give them a perfe& 
Knowledge cf what émploys their Thoughts at this 
Day, to the End they may be able to form a Judgment 
thereof without Prejudice. 

' Wherefore, our Duty requires of us, that in the Time 
when, by our Situation we may judge ourfelf fafe, we 
lift wp our Voice, not to ftop the impetuous Torrent of 
the Waters of Injuftice, not todemand Affiftance, or call, 

out 
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out for Help againft the moft unheard-of Perfecutions, 
(for we expest that Affiftance from Heaven alone) but to 
perfuade every Man that has not entirely bid adicu to 
the Sentiments of a good Confcience, Honour and Ho- 
nefty, to take Part in the unhappy Fate of Poland. 

It is well known, that we did not, upon the Death of 
King Auguftus, revive our ancient Right to the Crown 
of Poland. as being fubjeGt, during the Time of our Ba- 
nifhment, to the Power of the Liberty of our Nation ; 
and though we were not in a Condition to defend that Li- 
berty, we had neverthelefs the fame Refpett for it. We 
waited an Opportunity, when the Republick, being re- 
flored to all her Rights and Privileges, fhould meet, in 
Order to appear in Perfon, and pronounce Sentence con- 
cerning our Lot. 

Scarce had we fet Foot upon Poli/; Ground, but we 
faw ourfelf placed again upon the Throne. The Air in 
which we were born, and which we again began to 
breathe, refounded with Proclamations : We faw, in the 
whole illuftrious united Nation but one Heart that long- 
+, for us, and heard but one Voice to declare us their 

ing. 

But as this is no Journal of what pafied at our Elec- 
tion, we fhall not repeat here what has been already fuid 
concerning it. Thofe who are defirous to be inform .\ of 
the Truth of all the Circumfances, may hear 100,0c0 
Witneffes, who will give them a full Affurance of the 
Lawfulnefs of that folemn Tranfa&tion, not only from 
the Authority of thofe that appointed it, but allo for 
the Time when it was done, the Place wherein it was 
held, the Freedom of Opinions, and the Unanimity of 
Voices attending the fame. Hf, therefore, there is any 
Footflep of the Form of our free Government flill in 
Being, how durft the boldeft Impoftor affert the contrary, 
and. falfly give out in the Face of Heaven and Earth,* 
that every Thing required to make the Ele€tion of King 
of Poland lawful, was negle&ed in the faid folemn 
TranfaGion ? 

For what concerns us, let the moft barbarous Violence 
difpute the Crown with us! The only glorious Method, 
the’ AffeStions of the Nation, by which we received it 
is more éfteemed by us than all the other Means of ob. 
taining it in the whole World; becaufe we can boalt, 
that we cannot be deprived of that Crown, unlefé the 
Heart of the Nation, the only Support of our Throne, 
the Extent of our Empire, and the Safety of our Govern- 
aT _ - ment 
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ment be torn from its Body: And befides, as the Powers 
will never fo far hurt themfelves, as to oppofe Right 
and opprefs Truth, our Rights will always appear 
above the Power of Force and Violence ; for they are 
too well fenced and feeured by the Laws of the King- 
dom, for the Reafons of Cannon-fhot ever to make a 
Breach in them. 

We need not take any Notice of the Objeétion raifed 
by fome Patriots, who have cut themfeives off from 
the Body of the Republick, to wit, That by Virtue of 
the Conftitution of the Year 1717, we have no Right 
to afcend the Throne. But however, in Order to pre- 
vent all Men of found Judgment from miftaking a 
Point of fo notorious a Calumny, we only defire them 
to perufe that Conflitution, wherein Men labour fo 
hard to include us among the Adherents of Sweden, 
againft whom they proceed with the utmoft Rigour 
of the Laws. We do not acknowledge ourfelf under 
that Title, but have, independently of Sweden, as a 
good Citizen, and then in Quality of Counfellor, whofe 
Oath obliges him to a& againft the Violator of the 
Laws, taken Arms againfi King Auguftus. 

Since that, it has been Sweden that adhered to the 
confederated Republick, maintained her Laws and her 
Libeties, and made an Alliance with that Kingdom, 
by Virtue of which Alliance we were an Ally of Swe- 
den, but at the fame Time an Adherent to the Intereft 
of our Country. 

The Peace which King Auguftus concluded with us, 
fhews exprefly enough what a Difference there is be- 
tween the ene and the other ; and if by a Treaty with 
Sweden one becomes her Adherent, the late King Au- 
guftus was fuch then by the Treaty of Alt-Ranftadt ; 
befides that, it is a Queftion, which never was folved 
but by the Sword, namely, Which of the two, accord- 
ing to our Laws, deferved to be declared an Enemy to 
the Country ? He that was then a Friend to Sweden or 
King Auguflus? And whether the State Crime confifted 
in being a good Swede, by oppofing a War begun with- 
out the Knowledge of the Republick, or whether it 
was a Crime of State to be a good Saxon, and fuffer the 
Maxims of the Kingdom to be trampled under Foot. 

But fuppofing that this Sentence was pronounced 
againft us, was there any Trial previous to it? Nay, 
but fuch a Sentence could, never be pronounced by a 
King, who had abdicated the Crown, whofe Abdica- 
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tion was authorized by a Proclamation of Interregnum 
(or Vacancy of the Throne) which was done by the 
Primate, who was then of his Party ; by a King who 
was never qualified by any Aét to remount the Throne, 
but was only tolerated by the Good-nature of the Re- 
publick ; and laftly, by a King, who had himfelf ac- 
knowledged me for lawful King of Poland. 

And befides, could the Members of the Republick, 
who for the moft Part were involved in our pretended 
Crime, make a Tribunal of competent Judges? But 
this is not a proper Place for giving an Account of our 
former Conduét: not but we could eafily place it in 
all its fulleft Lights, and thereby make appear what a 
Zeal, what a Sacrifice, what a Duty we have paid our 
dear Country ; if fhe were not already well convinced, 
or had not given publick Proof thereof, by the Juflice 
which fhe did us, as foon as fhe found herfelf entire- 
ly at Liberty ; acknowledging what we had fuffered 
for her, whilft fhe was obliged to bear her Yoke with 
Patience. 

All that feems neceffary to be done then, is to exa- 
mine thefe two principal Points, 1. Whether thofe who 
have cut themfelves off from the Body of the Repub- 
lick, are entitled to make any Objettlon; fince they 
did not once in the Field of Eleftion pretend to any 
Claim or Right to Oppofition, and were befides pro- 
fcribed, not only by a general Sentence of a free and 
independent Republick, but alfo by themfelves, having 
pronounced their own Sentence by a Manifetto, figned 
by them, wherein they deprived themfelves of all Ac- 
tivity (or Power) to oppofe our Eleftion, much lefs to 
proceed to another in the Manner they did. 

The 2d Point relates to the Difference between our 
Profcription (fuppofing it to have been real) and that 
of the Ele&tor of Saxony. The Republick, which is 
abfolute Miftrefs of her Laws, receiving us into her 
Bofom, and placing us at her Head, by the Eleétion 
fhe has made of our Perfon, renders our Crime very 
meritorious, and our Punifhment very fweet and glo- 
rious ; whereas on the contrary, they abjured the =- 
leStor of Saxony, excluding all Foreigners from the 
Throne, by a new Conftitution which cannot be broke 
through without violating the Laws of God and Man. 

Mean while, there has been feen a handful of Men, 
who boldly affuming the Name of the Republick, ufurp 
her Authority by Violence, defpife her Mexims, coun- 
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tenance the Introduftion of foreign Troops, alter the 
Form of Government, and notwithftanding they, as 
Members cut off from thé Body of the Republick, had 
forfeited all Claim to the Privileges of Ele€tion, pro- 
céed toa new Ele&tion. Do you ask when? After the 
States of the Kingdom Had already acknowledged a 
lawfully ele&ted King. Do you. ask where? In the 
Camp, as we may fay, of the Enethy. Do you ask 
upon whom fo new an’ Ele€tion fhould fall? Upon a 
Prince whom the Republick (and with her the very 
Men that chofe him) had fworn never to choofe. 

For the reft, we refer all thofe whom we appoint 
Judges in our Affair, to the publick Aéts which dre 
well eriough known to excufe us from entering into a 
further Detail thereof. But the World can never ap- 
prove, that in the illuftriows and nunierous Body of 
Nobility, fome are found, who turning that Liberty 
which is prefcribed by wife Laws, into an unbridled 
Licentioufnefs, abandon themfelves to it in Purfuit of 
their own Views, preferring their private Intereft before 
the publick Welfare, aud having throtigh the horrideft 
Perjury broke Word and Faith with God, will never be 
found true to Man or their Country. 

But that which is without all Precedent, is the Be- 
haviour of the Potentates in the Neighboarhdod of Po- 
land. Tas that Kingdom committed dny Hoftilities 
capable of bringing a War upon it? Is it dependent or 
tributary, that it fhould receive Laws of any other ? 
Is it a conquer’d Country, to be forced to receive Laws 
and Injun&tions of the Conqueror ? In the mean Time, 
they difpofe of its Crown at the Pleafiire of their own 
Fancy, and turn the Form of Goverhment of that 
Kingdom upfide down. They arinul the Power of the 
Liberty of Votes, they over-run the Kingdom on all 
Sides, and force the Provinces to approve théfe Vidlences. 
No Refpe& is fhewed to the Churches ; no Confideration 
for the Sex; no Regard fot the Inhabitants; every 
Thing is in Confiafion and Ruin. But they are not fa- 
tisficd with ruining the Kingdom; the City of Dant- 
xick, which is the fineft Ornament of it, muft alfo feel 
all the cruel and moft terrible Effeéts the War can pro- 
duce. They are treated as rebellious, becaufe they pro- 
ved faithful te a King whom they had acknowledged for 
their Mafter, at a Time when they had yet Hear of no 
other, nor could imagine there was another. They are 
punifhed becaufe they defended themfebves, after they 
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had been attack’d without any Provocation given. They 
are ruin'd with Bombs and Canmon-fhot ; Part of their 
Territories are burnt; great Sums are demanded of 
them ; and the greateft Part of thofe Sums impofed on 
them, becaufe we efcaped out of that Town: Jult as if 
we shad been committed to the Cuflody of that City, 
and as if a:befieged Town was anfwerable for thofe who 
command :therein. Wnheard of Proceedings; and a 
new ‘Way of making War, which was never prattifed 





‘Does not the Treatment done to the Primate of the 
Kingdom, fhew how little Regard they have for the 
Republick, which has been ebufed and contemptibly 
treated in his Perfon? A Man illuftrious by his Birth, 
venerable by this Age, to be efteemed for his Merit, 
to :be refpefted for his holy Oharafter, and honoured 
for his Primatial Dignity, and who therefore is not 
accountable for this Behaviowr or Aftions, muft be made 
a glorious Safety ito.Cruelty, for the juft Caule of his 
Country whofe Rights be maintains with an unpa- 
wallelied Conftancy, «while he fuffers himfelf to be 
chained and imprifoned in Defence of Liberty. 

(What thas ibeen done alfo with Regard to the French 
Embaffador, sis a Confequence of the Violences that 
are now prattifed, and entirely oppofite to the Law of 
Nations, which are every where held facred ; and altho” 
his Charaster, in whatfoever View it may be taken, 
cannot free itfalf from the shard Ufage the receives, his 
Pesfon atileaft deferves a Treatment quite.contrary to a 
firi&.Confinement, which he ought not to have under- 
gone, though he had been made a Peifoner of War. 

What ‘hall we fay to the Injuftice done to the Sena- 
tors, and qther Perfans of Note of that Nation? They 
are forged ito acknowledge him for their King whom 
they .have not eleéted, and whom-they have {worn mot 
to acknowledge. They are treated as Rebels, though 

mever were Subjeéts; as Criminals again{t the 
State, though ithey mever committed any Crime; and 
like Slaves, though they newer were fubdued. 

Bhey .may iftrain the Laws of War as much as they 
pleafe to their own Advantage ; there is no Example in 
Hiftory that ftretchesifo,far, as to force the Confciences 
of a free Nation; and yet we fee it done by a moft 
feightful extaxting.of an Oath, which they are forced to 
take, by an armed Power. 
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I leave the Cafuifis to pafs their Judgments, and 
make a Diftin@tion between a free Oath and fuch a one 
as is extorted from Perfons, while the Ax lies on their 
Throats. In Cafe this laft Sort of Oath is taken with 
a good Intention, is it not a palpable Perjury, by 
breaking their former Oath? And can fuch a Perjury 
fecure a Faith pledged, whcih has no Regard to God 
himfelf ? Becaufe the Force of the firft Oath on the 
contrary ftill fubfifting, the fecond being taken without 
any Intention to keep it, muft be void and of no Force = 
Why then fhould the Name of the Holy Ghoft be called 
upon and prophaned to no Purpofe ? 

We may hope that the Lord, who only regards the 
Purity and Uprightnefs of our Hearts, will regard. in 
his Mercy the State of Oppreffion they may have been 
reduced to by terrible Threats or Fear; but we mutt 
alfo mind his unerring Juftice, which may bring on the 
Heads of fuch as force others to Perjury, the Crime 
they have committed, who would facritice the very Sal- 
vation of their Souls to their Ambition. 

Lafily, not content with putting the moft confiderable 
Perfons of the Kingdom in Prifon, and forcing their 
Submifion by Oppreffions, the fame unfufferable Yoke 
is alfo laid on their Dependents, that not fo much as 
the Shadow of Liberty may remain in the Kingdom. 

This isthe State of Polaud, which fhews to all Kings 
and Potentates on Earth, who are jealous of their law- 
ful Rights to their Crowns, how People live there, 
with refpeé to the Overturning of the Laws of a State; 
and to Nations who are zealous for the Maintenance of 
their Laws, that there are no Laws that can be fecured 
or preferved againft Injuflice ; and to ail the Chriftian 
World, that no Faith of Treaties, no Rule of Religion, 
no Motive of Confcience, can any longer proteé& civil 
Society. A Precedent.unheard of in former Ages, and 
a fad Refle&tion for Pofterity. 

I know that Sovereigns are accountable only to God 
for their A&tions, and it is to his tremendous Tribunal 
ZT appeal; protefting againft the Violences that are com- 
mitted; hoping that his Power will bring the Strong 
and Haughty to Shame ; that his Holinefs will punith 
the Wicked, and that his everlafling Juflice will prote& 
the Innocent.

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As the People of all Countries are dire&ted more by 
their Hopes and their Fears, than they are by Principles 
of Religion or Virtue, fo the Reduftion of Dantzick, and 
the Retreat of Staniflaus, made many of the Polanders be- 
gin to think of fubmitting to the prevailing Power: Ac- 
cordingly, on the 23d of Augu/t a Dietine was conven’d 
at Suzroda, by Virtuc of circular Letters from King Augu- 
fus, which was compofed of the Palatinates of Po/nania 
and Califh, in Great Poland: At this Aflembly A, Kotac- 
zawski, Deputy Truchfes of Po/nania, was elected their 
Marfhal unanimoufly ; under whofe Direftion the fol- 
lowing Refolutions were agreed to (according to the 
Strictnefs.of the Laws of the Realm, as they pretended) 
Nemine Contradicente. 

t. Conformable to God’s moft holy Will, by which 
Kings. reign, we blefs and thank him for the Succefs he 
has been pleafed to grant our illuftrious King Auguftus IIT. 
our moft gracious Sovereign, and by which he has redu- 
ced many Senators, Noblemen, and the City of Dantzick 
to his Obedience, and Fidelity to the rightful and law- 
fully ele&ted and crowned King ; and we alfo thank his 
Majefty for his unparallell’d Mercy fhewed to thofe who 
approached him at his grand Council at Oliva, in em- 
bracing them as a Father; for appointing a General 
Confederacy of the feveral Orders of this Kingdom, about 
the Proteétion of the holy Roman Catholick Religion ; for 
the Liberum Veto; and for the Laws and Liberties of our 

Country, which were begun to be enforced at War/aw, 
confirm’d at Cracow, and hitherto rightly fupported ; and 
to which the Palatinates of Pofnania and Cali/h volunta- 
rily and wholly bind themfel ves, in all and every Claufe 
and Condition thereof, and join ourfelves to the faid 
Confederacy, promifing to remain in the flriéteft Obli- 

. gation of the fame, *till the Republick is reftored to a 
perfe& Tranquility. By the Oath which the Party of 
King Staniflaus have made Ufe of to miflead the People, 
to deceive the Unwary, and to dire&t the Subjects to their 
Ruin, and even to detain them Prifoners, they have 
thereby annulled the ancient Fidelity of the Polanders, 
the Honour of the Nation, the Equity of their Con- 

_ fcience, as praétifed among their Predeceffors 5 as a Band 
never to be broken, and tRereby eftablifhed to their own 
Confufion. 

2. And that fuch eee and publick Faé&ts might be 
made to appear to his Majefty, the Deputation, conti(t- 
ing of the Lords 7, Zaluski, Captain of Zuwichors, and 
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A. Lauvxewmski, Field Notary of Pofnania, to whom it 
is ordained to reprefent im the beft Manner, by a Speech, 
the Zeal and Fidelity of the faid Palatinates, with the 
utmott Humility to his Majefty, affuring him they 
wilk never fwerve from the fame, and humbly befeech- 
ing that his Majefty would be pleafed to anfwer the 
ExpeGation of his People, the fooner the better, by 
his fatherly Prefence, in Order to reftore the Tranqui- 
lity of the Realm and fecure the fame. 

As in the Dietines appointed in Favour of Stani- 
flaus’s Party, all that has been done contrary to Right 
and Reafon, and even with Force to opprefs what is not 
agreeable to Juftice, and to weaken and opprefs the In- 
habitants, is here annulled and reje&ted 3 but in Order 
that nothing may remain unrefented and unpunithed, 
M. Twardowski is appointed a Plenipotentiary, that he 
may reprefent and bring before the Confederacy, ail 
Debates and Opprefions brought or committed by any 
one, before the Court of the faid General Confederacy ; 
and M. Paleski having been fo bold as to take upon him- 
fclf the Office of Marfhal, and has fince thought fit to 
profecute the innocent Noblemen at Law, to take them 
off from their Allegiance, and punifh them, &:. we 
fummon him before the Court, and refolve to pafé his 
Sentence without Lofs of Time. And we allow the 
faid M. Paleski the Sum of 5000 Florins to defray his 
Charges, out of the Dutchy Revenue. 

4. It thall alfo be decreed, that Revenues Ecclefiaft® 
cal and Civil, which fhall be unlawfully taken up, 
fhall be refiored to the Right Owner, and Care fhail be 
taken that they fhall not be able to avoid the Profecu- 
tion of the Law, and fhall never be exonered by any 
Amnefty whatfoever. 

5. It has been declared to the illuftrious Regimentary 
of Poland, that all Writings againft his Majefty of Po- 
land, and the Liberty of the Subjeé&t, to the Advantage 
of Staviflaus, fhall be without Lofs of Time erafed and 
cancelled. 

6. The refuming of the Fifcalfhip has been approved, 
and Commiffioners appointed for that End. 

7. It is added to the faid Commiffion, that the Rev. 
Reétor of the Fefuits College at Pofnania fhould be re- 
quefled, that the Ducal Contribution laid up there in 
former Years, fhould be carefully kept in the fame Cal- 
Jege for the Ufe of the Republick, 
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8. It was ordained, that the Marfhal of the Confe- 
deracy of the aforefaid Palatinates fhould be required 
to write to the illuftrious Palatine of Calif, to fecure 
the Contributions laid up in former Years, and bring 
the Sign-manual of the aforefaid ReGtor of Po/nania about 
the Sums intrufted, and alfo. the Keys. to him intrufied 
in the Name of the Palatinate. 

9. They have appointed: the 27th Day of September 
of the current Year, for the Continuation of their Deli- 
berations upon the publick Affairs. 

Whether thefe Refolutions were, as was pretended) ac- 
cording to the Striéinefs of the Laws:of the Realm, we 
fall not pretend to determine ; but their having been 
agreed to Nemine Contradicente is not at all a certain 
Sign of their being fo; for Men generally reafon in fo 
different a Manner, and are fo apt to difagree in. their 
Opinion, that when an Affembly agrees unanimoufly 
upon any one Thing, it is a flrong Prefumption that 
the Members are under fome other Influence tlian that 
of Reafon; fo that the Unanimity of an Affembly. is 
more often an Argument againft. than for the Reafonable- 
nefs of their Refolutions, becaufe: Affemblies that are 
under any other Influence than that of Reafon, are, by 
Experience, we find, very apt to agree to the moft un- 
reafonable Propofitions, and in the prefent Cafe, it is 
really fomething farcical to fee this Aflembly thanking 
their new King for the Liberum Veto. 


This Hifterical Account of the Polith Affairs to. be can- 
tinued. 





The fame Reafons that obliged us to difcontinue our 
Account of the Polife Affairs, were likewife the Caufe 
why we have been fo long filent as to thofe of Ifaly, to 
which we now return. In Number 76 of our Regiffer, 
we gave an Account of the Reduftion of the Kingdom 
of Naples to the Obedience of Don Carlos, and alfo of 
the: Battles of Bitonto, Parma, and Guaftalla;. with 
which, and the Siege of Mirandola by the French, we clofed 
the Campaign on that Side for the Year 1734: But a 
more particular Account of that Siege, and the Railing 
of it by the Germans, having fince come to our Hands, 
we think fit to communicate the fame to our Readers.

Ep er the remaining Part of the Campaign, 
| after the Battle of Guaffalla, the two Armies-made 
feveral Marches and Countermarches, but nothing very 
remarkable happened, except that about the Beginning 
of Oétober, a Detachment of the allied Army under 
the Command of the Marquefs de Mailledois, went and 
laid Siege to: Mirandola but upon Report that a flrong 
Detachment of the German Army was marching to ‘he 
Relief of the Place, he raifed the Siege, and returned 
with his Detachment to the allied Camp near Guaftalla, 
where he ftaid till it was found that the Report was 
falfe,.and then he returned and laid Siege to the Place 
in Form, as we have already obferved: Upon this, 
Count Konigfegg, who was then encamped with the 
Imperial Army in the Seraglio, paffed the Foffa-Maeftra 
on the 1oth of Oétober, and made a Shew as if he intend- 
ed march up and attack the allied Army, moft Part of 
which was then encamped upon the Oglio : This he did 
to conceal his true Defign, and to endeavour to make 
the Allies draw off the Detachment encamped at Gua- 
ftalia; in Order that they might not be near at Hand to 
fupport the Detachment then befieging Mirandola: In 
the mean Time General Neuperg was detach’d from the 
Imperial Camp near Mercaria with 2000 Foot, 1500 
Horfe, and 200 Huffars, who being joined by fome 
Troops at Governolo and Oftiglia, fo as to make up a 
Body of 6000 Men, he paffed the Po at Sochetta, put a 
fmall Party of the Enemy on the other Side to Flight, 
and marched up to Mirandola with fuch Expedition, 
that the Allies were obliged to raife the Siege, and to 
retire with fo much Precipitation, that they left eight 
Pieces of Cannon, two Mortars, al! their Ammunition, 
Provifion, and Baggage, a Prey to the Germans; for 
tho’ the Allies had not drawn off their Detachment 
at Guaftalla, yet the Germans marched with fuch Se- 
crecy, that the Detachment at Guaffalla heard no- 
thing of their coming, and therefore djd not march 
up to the Support of their Detachment before Miran- 
dola. 

The Imperialifls having in November received a large 
Reinforcement from the Army on the Rhine, the Allies 
retired from the Oglio, and encamped or cantoned their 

Troops. - 
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Troops about Cremona; whereupon Count Konig/ezg 
fent the Prince of Hilburghau/en with a numerous De- 
tachment to take Poffeflion of that Part of the Mantuan, 
lying between the Ogiio and the Po, and of fome other 
Places which the Allies had in a Manner abandoned : 
The Prince marched firft to Boxolo, which he found en- 
tirely abandoned ; and having left a Garrifon of 200 
Men there, he marched from thence to Sabionetta, in 
which. he found the Allies had left a Garrifon of 200 
Men, whom the Prince fummoned to furrender, but 
the Governor, not feeing any Cannon, bid him De- 
fiance: The Prince immediately judging from whence 
his Obftinacy proceeded, ordered privately fome Trunks 
of Trees to be cut in the Shape of Cannon, and having 
got them coloured over with Dirt, he order’d them to 
be Jaid: on Carriages drawn by eight Horfes, and con- 
vey’d before the Town : Upon this, the Governor taking 
them for real Cannon, demanded to capitulate, which 
was granted, and he marched out with. all the Honours 
of War. After this, twas thought the Iwperialiffs would 
march to attack the Army of the Allies ; but they alfo 
receiving foon after a ftrong Reinforcement from their 
Army on the Rhine, the Delign, if there ever was any 
fuch, was laid afide. 

Tho’ the Army of the Allies began to canton their 
Troops about the End of the Month OétoZer, becaufe of 
the great Rains that had fallen in that Month, yet as 
the Germans continued in the Field, they did not go into 
Winter-Quarters “till towards the Middle of “January = 
However, as the Seafon was too far advanced, and the 
Roads render’d imprafticable for the March of Armies, 
fo that nothing of Importance could be undertaken on 
either Side, the King of Sardinia fet out for Turin on 
the 21ft of December ; and about the Beginning of Fanu- 
ary the Marthal de Coigny fet out for Paris, leaving the 
Command of the Army to the Marthal de Broglio s as 
did about the fame Time Count Konigfege for Vienna, 





~ leaving the Command of the Imperial Army to General 


Wallis ; the Campaign having ended by a fmart Skirmifh 
between a Detachment of the Allies fent to furprize 
Sabionetta, and a Detachment of Germans who came to 
its Reliaf, in which the French fay they had the better, 
and: that. they killed: 409 of the Germans, and took three 
Companies of Grenadiers Prifonerss but the Germans 
fay they had:but 200 Men killed and wounded ; and in- 
deed it feems to have been a Sort of drawn Rattle; for 
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tho’ the Germans could not fay they got the Viftory, yet 
they ‘kept Poffeflion of the Place. 

On ‘the 1th of March Count Konigfegg retarned 
again, and refumed the Command of the Imperial Army 
in ‘the Mantuan; and about ithe fame Time the Marfhal 
Duke de Noailles arriv’d at ‘Cremona, and took upon him 
the Command of the French Army ; foon after which 
the Martha! Broglio fet-out for France, and both Armies 
began to:prepare for a new Campaign. Where we will 
leave them a while to feewwhat was doing in Naples, Si- 
cily, and on'the Coaft of Ty/cany. 

About :the End of ‘June, 1734, a Detachment of the 
Spanifh Froops.embarked on Board ‘two of their Men of 

‘ar, with Orders to poffefs themfelves of the Iflands of 
Lipari, fituate about 35:0r 40 Miles from the North:Coaft 
of the [and of Sicily ; anti accordingly they made a De- 
feent:upon the'Ifland of Lipari, the chief of them, and 
the only one where ‘the Imperialifts ‘had any Garrifon : 
Upon their Landing the German Governor abandoned 
the Town of Lipari, and retired with his Garrifon 
to the Caftle of Pignatara; but ‘he and this Garrifon 
were foon obliged to furrender themfelves Prifoners of 
War; and thus the Spaniards got footing in the King- 
dom of Sicily, to which thefe Iflands belong. 

As to the Embarkation of the Spanifh Forces for Sicily, 
and. the Reduétion of all the Fortreffes in that Ifland, ex- 
eept the Citadel of Meffina, Syracufe, and Trepani, we 
have already given an ample ‘Detail of thofe Tranfac- 
tions: from Page 310 to'Page 314 of our Regifter Number 
76, and:fhall-now continue the’Progrefs of the Spaniards 
in that Iiland, but muft firft take’Notice of the Surrender 
of Capua which -compleated'the Reduction of ‘the King- 
dom of Naples. 

Phis ftrong City,:in which was a ‘brave ‘Governor 
and a numerous Garrifon, had been.clofely ‘blocked up 
by the Spaniards ever fince their Arrival in the King- 
dom.of Naples, and continued to be fo *till the End of 
Oétober, 1734, when they began to prepare for ‘befieging 
it in Form, for which Purpofe :feveral Works were ‘begun 
by Orders of the Marquefs de Poxzabuono, who com- 
manded the ‘Blockade; and on the 15th of Nevember the 
Duke of Liriaz, who had then taken ithe Title of Duke 
of Berwick, arriving in the Camp ‘to command -thofe 
Troops, ‘he ordered thefaid Works:to be.carried.on with 
fuch Expedition, that on the 2oth every Thing was 
prepared for the opening the Trenches, and beginning 
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to batter and bombard the Place with a vaft Number of 
Cannon and Mortars ; but the Governor being willing 
to fave the Troops he had under his Command, and pre- 
vent their being made Prifoners of War, as the reft of 
the Imperial Troops in that Kingdom had been, he fent 
out an Officer to make fome Propofals, which the Duke 
of Berwick immediately difpitched by Exprefs to Don 
Carlos, who was pleafed to accept of them, and the next 
Day the Capitulation was figned. 

By this Capitulation "twas agreed, that the Governor 
fhould have eight Days allow’d him to fend a trufly 
Perfon to Cardinal Cinfuegos, the Imperial Minifter at 
Rome, in Order to know whether the Befieged had any 
Relief to hope for; or whether there was like to be 
fpeedily a Sufpenfion of Arms between the Powers en- 
gaged in the War: That, unlefs prevented by one of 
thefe two Circumftances, he fhould evacuate the Place 
on the 30th: That the Garrifon fhould march out with 
all military Honours, Arms, and Baggage, with two 
Pieces of Cannon, and two cover’d Waggons: That 
they fhould be conduéted to Manfredonia, there to em- 
bark for Triefte, on Condition that none of the Officers 
or Soldiers fhould bear Arms for a Year, again{ft any of 
the Powers in Alliance with Stain: That their March 
and Tranfportation fhould be at their own Charges s 
but that the Spaniards fhould lend them 30,000 Ducats, 
for fecuring the Repayment of which, two Officers were 
to be left as Hoftages; and that the Garrifon, on their 
Arrival at the Pallifadoes of the Place, fhould lay down 
their Arms, and not refume them "till their Embarka- 
tion. Accordingly the Garrifon marched out on the 
30th, and the Spaniards took’ Poffeflion of the Place, 
— the laft that held out againft them in that King- 

om. ; 
Such was Don Carlos’s uninterrupted Succefs in the 
Kingdom of Naples 3 his Succefs in Sicily was altogether 
as rapid, where the Garrifon of the Citadel of Meffina 
being reduced to great Straits, were obliged to offer to ca- 
pitulate; and the Articles of Capitulation being approved 
by his young Sicilian Majefty, they were figned the 224 
of February, N.S. by the Marquefs de Gracia-Real, 
Commander of the Spanifh Troops that befieged the 
Place; and the Prince de Lobkowitz, the Emperor's 
Governor: By which Capitulation it was in Subflance 
agreed, That on the 25th of the fame Month, the Be- 
fieged fhould deliver aJl the Outworks into the Hands of 
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the Spaniards, and confign to the Officers of the Ar- 
tillery, nominated by the Marquefs de Gracia-Real, the 
Artillery and Ammunition which were in the Citadel : 
That on the 31ft, at eight o’ Clock in the Morning, 
they fhould deliver ug Forts of S.Salvador and della 
Santerna: That the Befiegers fhould enter the Citadel 
the fame Day ; and that the Garrifon fhould retire into 
the Lazaret, which the Spaniards were not to enter "till 
the Garrifon was embarked: That they fhould march 
out of the Place with the Honours of War, Arims, and 
Baggage, Drums beating, Colours flying, and 
Charges for every Soldier: That they might take with 
them two Pieces of Cannon, from eight to twelve 
Pounders, with 50 Charges for each Piece, and two Ar 
tillery Waggons; and that one Mortar of eight or ten 
Inches Bore, fhould be granted to the Prince de Lob- 
Rowitz, out of Refpe& to him: That the Veffels on 
Board which the Garrifon thould embark, fhould ‘not 
be fearched : That they fhould be convoy’d by one of 
the King of Spain’s Men of War, which fhould condu& 
them to Fiume or Triefie; and that if they fhould ‘be 
ériven by Strefs of Weather into any Port of the King- 
dom of Nables, the Imperialifts on Board thofe Ships 
fhould be furnithed with every ig 4 they wanted at 
a moderate Price: That the Garrffon fhould be permit- 
tcd to buy Provifions in the City of Mefina: That the 
Prince de Lodkowitz might communicate the Capitula- 
tion to General Roma, who commanded at Swecsk, nay 
even fend for Moncy from thence: That the Prifoners 
* taken by the Spaniards at the Attack of ‘the Caftles of 
Gonzaga and della Pantorna, fhould’be fet at Liberty the 
Day the Befieged evacuated the Citadel: That the Im- 
perial Officers, who had left their Families and their 
Baggage in the City of Mefina, or in any other Place 
in the Kingdom of Sicily, might take them from thence, 
and carry them away: That thofe who had Bufinefs in 
the City, might go there with the Prince de Lobkowitzs 
Paffport, upon Condition that the Befieged fhould admit 
anto the Citadel fuch Spani/a Officers as fhould produce 
the Marquefs de Gracia-Real’s Paffports: That until the 
Garrifon fhould evacuate the Place, the Spaniards fhould 
fufpend their Works, and fhould not commit any ‘AG of 
Hottility, provided that the Befieged maintained ‘no 
Commerce with any Ship, but fuffered all that belonged 
to the Spaniards to pafs to and fro with all Freedom : ‘That 
if, after the Undertskers who furnifhed the Garrifon 
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with any Thing, had fettled their Accounts wiih the 
Imperial Commifflary, who was at Syracufe, it thould 
appear that the Emperor was in their Debt, the Gar- 
rifon fhould not be molefted nor detained upon that 
Account ; and that they fhould only be required to leave 
Hoftages, as ufual upon fuch Occafions. 

After the Surrender of the Citadel of Meffina, the 
Infant Don Carlos, now called King of Naples and Sicily, 
embarked at Palmi, on Board a Felucca, the oth of March 
following, and in lefs than four Hours landed fafe on 
the Sicilian Shore, to the great Joy of the Inhabitants 
of that Ifland ; and as Fortune accompany’d that Prince 
where ever he went, the Germans furrendered up Syracu/e 
the 2d Day of une following, after a Blockade which 
had continued ever fince the landing of the Spaniards in 
Sicily. The Articles of Capitulation were as follows : 





1. The Germans thall evacuate the Town and Cafile 
in 20 Days. 

z. In the mean Time the advanced Works thall be de- 
liver’d up to the Spaniards. 

3 The Garrifon fhall march out with all military 
Honours. 

4 They fhall be allow’d two Pieces of Cannon, with 
Powder and Ball for 59 Charges. 

5» The Governor fhall be allow’d a Mortar-piece and 
50 Bombs. 

6. Eight Days before the Evacuation, two Officers of 
the Spanifh Train thal) be fent in to vifit the Arfenals. 

7. The Sick and Wounded may have Leave to flay 
*till they are perfe&tly recovered. 

8. The Spaniards thal) provide the Garrifon with ne- 
ceffary Shipping, for tranfporting them to Tric/te or 
Fiume. 

g- All Prifoners on both Sides to be fet at Liberty, 

10. The Imperial Officers fhall have Liberty to fejl 
their Horfes, and every Thing elfe that they may find 
ufelefs to them in their Voyage. 

11, Such of the faid Officers as have any Affairs to 
fettle in the faid Kingdom, fhali have Permiilion to 
ftay "till they have entirely finifhed them. 

12, The Veffels‘coming into, or going out of the 
Port, fhall receive no Moleftation, upon any Account 
whatever. 

13. The City may hope for the Confirmation of its 
Privileges.from the Clemency of her Sovereign. 

F 2 14. What 
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14. What Sale has been made of ufelefs Brafs, Lead, 
or Tron fhall be allow’d, provided nothing has pafs’d in 
Prejudice to the King’s Duties. 

15. The Spaniards fhould advance 30,000 Florins to 
the Garrifons, who fhall leave two Officers Hoftages for 
the Payment of them. . : 

16. At the Time of the Evacuation, both Sides fhall 
give Hoftages, for the due Execution of the prefent Ar- 
ticles. 

Immediately after the Redufétion of this City, the 
Spanifh General marched, and laid clofe Siege to the 
firong Fortrefs of Trepani, the only Place left in the 
Poffefficn of the Emperor in the Kingdom of Sicily; 
which Fortrefs might have given the Spaniards great 
Trouble to have reduced it by Force; but it having 
been block’d up on all Sides, ever fince the Spaniards 

Janded in that Kingdom, the Garrifon was reduced al- 
moft to a flarving Condition ; and therefore they im- 
mediately capitulated, upon much the fame Terms that 
had been granted to the Garrifon of Syracufe. 

By the Reduétion of Trepani, Don Carlos being made 
Mafler of the whole Kingdom of Sicily, and every 
Thing being in Readinefs for his Coronation, he mada 
his publick Entry into the City of Palermo on the 30th 
of June, N.S. with great Solemnity 3; and on the 3d of 
‘July was performed the Ceremony of his Coronation, 
with great Pomp and Magnificence, the Crown which 
was made for this Purpofe being valued at 1,200,000 
Pieces cf Eight, which is near 300,000/. Sterling. 

We mutt here obferve, that the Spaniards judging from 
their daily furprifing Succeffes that attended their land- 
ing in Sicily, that the Conqueft of that Kingdom would 
not demand near fo many Men as they had invaded it 
with, a great Part of their Troops were foon fent back 
to Naples; and after the Reduétion of Capua they pre- 
pared for fending a great Body of them under the Com- 
mand of the Duke de Sitonto, now made Duke de Mon- 
temar, to the Affiflance of the Allies in Lombardy; 
which Body accordingly began their March in fanuary 
following, thro’ the Ecclefiattical Territories for Tu/cany, 
where, as foon as they were arriv’d they laid Siege to 
Orbitcilo and Porto-Ercole, and the other Fortreffes the 

‘Emperor poffeffed on the Coaft of that Dutchy ; and af- 
ter reducing fome of them, and leaving a few of their 
Troops to carry on the Siege of the others, particularly 
Oreitello, and Porto-Ercole, the Duke de Montemar 
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marched with the Main Body, in Order to join the al- 
lied Army againft the opening of the late Campaign in 
Lombardy ; but, in their March from Naples, the Spa- 
niards had the following Difpute with the Common- 
wealth of Lucca. 

Three Spanifh Soldiers, and an Officer of the fame Na- 
tion, offering to go in at one of the Gates of the City of 
Lucca, they were obliged to lay down their Arms, and 
Jeave them at the Gate, before they were permitted to 
go on. Being returned to their Quarters, an Account 
of what had paffed was immediately given to the Duke 
de Montemar, who took it asa Refle&tion upon the Ho- 
nour and viétorious Arms of the King his Mafler. The 
next Day therefore, he fent fix Soldiers and a Corporal 
to Lucca, follow’d at a confiderable Diftance by a De- 
tachment of 2000 Men. The former being arriv’d at 
the Barrier, the Guard bid them leave their Arms at 
the Gate; but they, inflead of doing as they were bid, 
fixed their Bayonets to the Muzzles of their Muskets, 
and went their Way into the City. Having, thus arm- 
‘ed, taken a View of the publick Walks and Places, 
they went into an Inn, where they eat and drank, and 
rodomontaded as they pleafed; after which, the Corpo- 
ral went to the Palace, and asked to fpeak with the Gon- 
falonier (fo they call the chief Magiftrate) while his fix 
Soldiers, who had accompany’d him thither, faunter'd 
about the Court of the Palace with their Arms. What 
Compliment the Corporal made to the Gonfalonier, is 
not yet known; but that Magiflrate thought it his Duty 
to fend a Gentleman to Leghorn, where the Duke de 
Montemar was to arrive that Day, to complain to the 
General of the Proceedings and Condu& of his Troops. 
The Duke de Montemar being arriv’d, he admitted 
the Deputy of Lucca to an Audience ; but far from en- 
tering into his Reafons, he declared to him, that he 
would certainly try the three Soldiers who had been 
fuch Cowards the Day before, as to lay down their 
Arms at the City Gates ; and as he would punifh them 
feverely for negle&ting an Opportunity of gaining Re- 
fpe& to the Arms of Spain, fo would he likewife re- 
venge the Affront which the Republick had put upon 
fo great a King. This Anfwer made the Lucqueze 
tremble ; but at laft it was agreed, that in Confideration 
of 20,0co Crowns paid down, his Excellency would 
generoufly forget what had pafs’d. 
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Upon this Occafion we muft take Notice, that in all 
fortified Places, where there is a Garrifon kept, it has 
always been the Cuftom not to permit Strangers to enter 
with Arms about them, they being always obliged to 
leave whatever Arms they have with the Guard at the 
firtt Gate; but People that want cither Power or Cou- 
rage to defend their Privileges, -muft expeét to have 
them trampled upon by every Man who finds an Oppor- 
tunity to do it. 

An Affair of much the fame Nature has happened 
likewife to the Genoefe : When the Spanifh Army arriv’d 
upon their Frontiers, the Duke de Montemar detired 
Leave to quarter fome of his Troops in Sarzana, a for- 
tified Town belonging to that Republick, which was 
refufed by the Senate ; whereupon the Spani/h General 
told them, that if they would not grant it he would 
take it, and that he was refolved to fend ten Battalions 
to that Town and Porto Specie, another fortified Place 
belonging to them: This very much alarmed the Senate 
of Genoa, and a folemn Deputation was immediatel y 
fent to the Duke, to acquaint him, that it was not thro’ 
Want of Refpect to his Moft Catholick Majefty, that 
they made any Scruple of receiving the Spanifh Detach- 
ment, but to prevent the Complaints which the Em- 
peror might make on that Occafion: At laft the Affair 
was accommodated, by their afligning fome of their 
Villages for the Spaniards to quarter in, and paying the 
General 30,000 Ducats by Way of Compofition. 

Thefe Exploits being perform’d, the Spaniards con- 
tinued their March towards Lombardy, and Monte Pai- 
lippo and Porto-Ercole in Tu/cany, furrendered fome Time 
after. 

On the 14th of May, 1735, N.S. as the Spaniards 
were befieging Monte Philippo, in Tufcany, a Bomb from 
one of their Batteries happened to fall in the Powder- 
Magazine of the Fort, by which it was blown up, and 
feveral of the Soldiers of the Garrifon killed and woun- 
ded; fo that the German Governor was obliged to fur- 
render on the 16th at Difcretion. 

It came now to the Turn of Porto-Ercole to furren- 
der; the German Governor was, indeed, refolved to 
hold out that Place to the laft Extremity ; but Provifion 
beginning to grow fcarce, the Garrifon mutiny’d againft 
him, and obliged him to furrender to the Spaniards, on 
the zoth of ‘June in the fame Year, at Difcretion: But 
immediately after the Surrender, he acquainted the Mar- 
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quefs de Jas Minas, Commander of the Befieging Army, 
with the Caufe of his giving up the Fortrefs, who was fo 

dent as to enquire into the Affair, and upon finding it 
to be exa@tly as the Governor had related, he not only 
ordered eight or ten of the German Ringleaters of the 
Mutiny to be hang’d wp immediately, but was fo polite 
as to offer the Governor whatever Conditions he pleafed 
to demand for himfelf. The Spaniards found in the 
Place 120 Men, 16 Brafs Cannon, three of Tron, and 
four Mortars, and Plenty of Ammunition, but very 
little Provifion. 








We have not Room at prefent to finifh the Jaft Cam- 
paign in Lombardy, and muft therefore defer it to another 
Opportunity ; but we fhall clofe this Article of Italy 
with a Lift of the Spanifi Forces in that Country and

$ the Difputes about Religion and the Bull Unize- 
“KE nitus, fill run very high in France, they have pro- 
duced a moft extraordinary Effe&t in the Bithop of Pa- 
oul, Brother to the Marquefs de Segur, which thews 
that the Bifhops of that Country have fome Confcience 5 
at leatt, we muft grant, that this Gentleman has a great 
deal. He is not yet above 41 Years of Age, was pro- 
moted fome Years ago to this rich Bifhoprick, and now, 
for Confcience Sake, he has laid it down; on which 
Occafion he publith’d the following Mandate, viz. 


OHN Eharles de Segur, by Divine Permiflion, Bifhop 

and Lord of St. Papoul, to the Secular and Regular 
Clergy, and to all the Faithful in our Diocefe, Health 
and Benediétion in him who came into the World to fave 
Sinners. ; 

We could no longer delay, my dear Brethren, to noti- 
fy to you the Refolution we have taken, to defcend from 
our Elevation, and difcharge ourfelf from the Weight of 
our Epifcopal Office. We have a long Time fought to 
elude and deceive ourfelf, as to the Manner of our en- 
tering therein, but God has not fuffered the falfe Repofe 
we enjoyed to laft always. For two Years pait he {poke 
to and preffed us. His Voice, which nothing can ftifle, 
purfued us within ourfelf. Whatever Care we have 
taken to conceal from you the Alarms of our Confcience, 
you might obferve, that we were no longer the fame as 
formerly; but it is Time to tell and explain the Enig- 
mas yes, my Brethren, we are obliged to its this is 
not our Work, but that of the Almighty : Hac mutatio 
dextera Excelfi. 

Scarce the firft Rays of Grace had opened our Eyes, 
but we perceived how much we owed to the Jullice of 
God, to fatisfy which, muft we continue in the emi- 
nent Station in which our Rafhnefs placed us ? Or mutt 
we defcend from it? The Voice of our Confvcience 
cry’d to make the latter Choice. Before we refolved 
thereon, we confulted wife and experienced Perfons, 
told them our Condition, and concealed nothing that 
might be neceflary for their giving Judgment. Thev, 
touched with the Troubles of the Church, and the Need 
fhe has of Patlors, cee me to remain with you, 
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my dear Brethren, and to repair by contrary Steps, all 
thofe with which we reproached ourfelf. But God, who 
put it in our Heart to follow exaétly the Rules and Ca- 
nons of the Church, gave us Strength only to fubmit 
thereto. By Way of Deference to thofe we had confulted, 
we try’d to put their Advice in Pra€tice, but always in 
vain 3 worldly Refpeét reftrain’d us, a falfe Fear bridled 
our Tongue, and our Mouth pronounced what our Heart 
continually gainfaid. How many Times have we re- 
proached ourfelf with this Weaknefs ! How many Times 
complain’d, that the Guides we had taken had not fuffi- 
cient Regard to our Cafe! At Jaft we determined to re- 
nounce our Epifcopal Chair, and from that Moment have 
recovered that Peace which God had annexed toa Pro- 
ceeding fo canonical, and fo conformable to our Wants. 

Isit neceflary, my dear Brethren, to juftify ourfelf in 
your Sight? How mortifying foever the Publick Con- 
feffion of our Sins may be, we feel in ourfelf the Courage 
to make it. The Sight of our Miferies will incline you 
to pray for us; and if any one had a Mind to endeavour 
to reftrain us, the fame Reafons which prefs us to leave 
you, will difpofe him not to oppofe the fame. 

Difguifed with the World, in an Age then little ad- 
vanced, and furnifhed with Favours which made us feel 
all the Dangers thereof, we fought in the Society of the 
Oratory, the Inftru@tions and good Examples we ftood in 
need of, and found them in Abundance. We there learnt 
to know Fe/us Chrif?, the Dignity of the Priefthood, and 
the Qualities neceffary to be invefted therewith. Struck 
with a holy Awe, we looked on that Office only to ac- 
quaint ourfelf, that we muft not afpire thereat, and 
took for our Direftion the laft Words of this Maxim of 
St. Gregory, Virtutibus Pollens, Coaétus ad Regimen Veniat ; 
Virtutibus Vacuus, nec coaétus accedat, We confined our- 
felf to the inferior clerical Duties, and fhould have 
been too happy to have fpent our Days in a Station, 
which was formerly the Reward of Confeffors of Fe/us 
Chriff : But Events, which all the World knows, gave 
Entrance to the Man of Sin into our Hearts ; his firft 
Affaults were repulfed, the fecond became more powerful, 
and began to make us give Ground. Satan thew’d us 
not only the Kingdoms of the World, but that which is 
external and darling, even in the Kingdom of Fe/us Chrift 
itfelf; we were firuck therewith, and defired it, and be- 
caufe we did pot take Care to have Recourfe to God, we 
fell under the Temptation. * 
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Two Obftacles at firft oppofed our Advancement: We 
hhad adhered to the Appeal, which the Bithops of Mire- 
poix, Senex, Montpellier, and Boulogn, had brought 
againft the Bull Unigenitus, and we belonged to a Congre- 

ation become odious to the chief Powers, becaufe of the 
fition it fhew’d to this fatal Decree. 

We begun therefore by quitting the Congregation of the 
Oratory 3 we received the Order of Priefthood, and was 
made Grand Vicar of a Diocefe, where the Oppofition 
to the Bull was almoft general. In order to efface the 
impreflions which our Adherence had made in People’s 
Minds, we not only renounced the Appeal, but made it 
a Merit to bring others to do the like ; making Ufe of 
every Thing for that Purpofe ; foft Inclination, Promi- 
fes and Threatnings ; nothing was omitted. Of what a 
Fall were we then the Caufe! How many Murders 
have we committed ? Alas! what a Blindnefs was we in? 
The Fall of our Brethren ferved to quiet us, and the 
pernicious Way in which we walked, appeared more 
fure, as we drew Prevaricators into it. 

To thefe Extravagancies we added others: There Ec- 
clefiafticks of Merit had the Courage to oppofe us. They 
were in quiet Poffeflion of their Benefices, and to punith 
their Refufal to renounce the Appeal, would oblige them 
to fign purely and fimply the Formulary of Pope Alewan- 
der VII. They offer’d to fign, and did do it, as the four 
Bifhops did formerly, with the Confent of the Sovereign 
Pontiff, Glement XI. This Subfcription, which had far- 
ther for its Authority 19 Bifhops, whofe Memory is ftill 
dear to the Church, became a Crime in the innocent 
Perfons whom we perfecuted, and they whofe Faith was 
pure and irreprehenfible ; they who loved the Church, 
and were loved by her, were condemned by us, as difo- 
bedient, and Enemies to her Decifions; we ftripp’d 
them of their Benefices, and took from two Parifhes of 
the City, two worthy Paftors, anda Prebendary from a 
Cathedral Church : Thefe, my Brethren, were the Ways 
we took to come among you, and to attain the Epifcopa! 
Dignity. Grieve then for us and with us; ’tis of us 
the Prophet faith, If regnaverunt © non ex me: They 
have reigned of themfelves, and not of me; they have been 
Princes, and I have not known them. 

From thence proceeds, therefore, the Unprofitablenefs 
of a Miniftry, which we had the Rathnefs to ufurp, and 
from thence the Scandal we have given, by the Steps we 
took in Fayour of the Bull Uvigenitus. In our fir! Man- 
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date we propofed it asa Law of the Church, to which 
you ought to fubmit; in a fecond we required of you 
the fame Submiffion ; in 1728, we went ftill further, 
we, who know the Virtue, the Innocence and Integrity 
of the Faith of the Bithop of Senez, we condemned the 
famous Civilians, who undertook his Defence 3 they did 
what we ought to have done, and we made them fuffer 
the Chaftifement which we had merited. 

Can we then, dear Brethren, fufficiently deplore the 
Share we had in the Iniquity of a Judgment, which will 
ever be the Shame and Difhonour of thofe who pronoun- 
ced it? Let us then carry ourfelf, at leaft in Spirit, to 
the holy Mountain, there to throw ourfelf at the Feet 
of the Prifoner of ‘Jefus Chriff. It was from his Hands 
that we took God for our Heritage, when we enter’d into 
the Priefthood, and it is between his Arms that we would 
repair, by renouncing the Epifcopal Dignity, the very 
great Fault we committed therein. May he Jock upon 
us as the Son of his Loins, his Bowels will be touched, 
when he fhall fee us at his Feet. We have finned againft 
Heaven and againft him, but we read ‘in his Heart that 
he has already pardoned us. May we, on the Retreat 
whereia we will pais the reft of our Days, become the 
{mitator of this holy Bifhop! It is only permitted to are, 
to follow him in the Battles he thas maintained for ‘the 
Faith ; we will endeavour to imitate him in.a penitent 
Life, who is the Edification of the Monaftery where the 
is detain’d, and who fulfils the Joy of the Church. 

We comfort ourfelf, my dear Brethren, in the Sight of 
the vaft Debts we have contraéted with God, only by the 
Hope that we are now going about to acquit them. May 
that happy Day come, when we fhall be eafed of a Bur- 
den which preffes us down 3 when we fhall enter again 
into the Path from which we have ftray’d! How good is 
God to fearch for us, after having been abandon’d ! We 
heard his Voice, and flopp’d our Ears; but.at laft Truth 
hath appeared to us in its firft Splendor, in Spite.of the 
Injuries with which Men fhaded it, and is alone worthy 
to be beloved. ‘How different isthe Reign of its Enemy ? 
When we renounced the Appeal, we felt nothing within 
us but Trouble and Fear, and without, nothing but Eafe 
and Pleafure. Now Peace enters into our ‘Soul, as we 
eoniirm ourfelf in the Refolution to-confefé the Truths 
and af we feel any Fear, it comes from without, and ‘re- 
gerds only the ‘bad Treatment which our (Return tto ‘God 
spay ‘draw amponius. If we compare fhe Motives upon 
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@hich we formerly a&ted, with thofe that now animate 
as, how much will Truth appear fuperior to Error? 
When we xctra&ed our Appeal ito become a Bithop, 
the Motive was worthy of the:Caufe to which we ad- 
hered 3 now we renounce our Bifhoprick, to ‘join again 
in the Appeal, we render to Truth a Homage which it 
only can infpire, 

May thisStep make in you, my dear Brethren, all 
the Impreffian it ought to make, and fecure you againit 
all the Affasits made upon it. You fee the ‘Change 
God has mae -in us, and that he can vanquith when he 
pleafes : He.changes Wolves:into/Lambs,,Perfecutors into 

3 He fays, and "tis done’: He commanis, and is 
Obeyed. If he defers to appeafe the Sterm which our 
Sins have raifed, "tis ibecaufeihe, knows, that all the Ef- 
forts of Men are in .vain, :andithat the Gates of Hel! can 
mever prevail .againft ‘his Church. Joy then with us, 
ear Brethren, to pray to God to put an.End ito the 
Broubles with which we are fo violently:toffed. This 
fis all we are capable to do, in a Time of AMli@ion and 
ity. We leave it to Hands more us’d te combat 
ahan .ours, tto defend Truth with the Arms of Light, 
which thave:-rendered ‘them fo formidable to \their Ene- 
mies. “Mis to :thofe great Bifhops who remain ‘firm ‘in 
the Paths of ‘Inuth, that it belongs to write in the De- 
fence thereaf. ~Dis fufficient for us, to make Ufe of 
the Authority we yet enjoy, to repair the Evil we have 
caufed during aur Adminiftrasion. 

Receive ; with this laft Adieu, our Affurances, 
‘that we shall never forget you in our Retreat. We truft 
that when God thall have pardoned us, ‘he wil! not reject 
the Prayers we fhall offer continually for your Salvation. 
The ‘Order of Love, which begins by doing Good to 
’ ourfelf, feparates .us.externally from you; but this fame 
Love forms internal Bands, which joins us fo clofely to 
you, that nothing hall be able-to feparate you from our 
Heart. How.could we;be ufeful to you, where the Lord 
baptifed not with us? We contented ourfelf with plai- 
ftering the Wall with Dirt only, without confidering 
‘who dhould ;ftrengthen it. Do not regret the Services 
we might now render you. Has God need of our out- 
‘ward ‘Labours:to- fave you? Putas ne, Deus de vicinio ego 
fam, dicit Dominus, ‘&3 non Deus de longe? Yes, my Bre- 
thren, we ‘hope ‘to be :more.ufeful to you, by weeping in 
Solitude for -you, and for ourfelf, than if we remained 
sin a Place wherein ‘God does not ceafe to tel] us, that we 
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do not pleafe him. God is juft, and in treating us 48 
he does, he tempers his Juftice with abundance of Met- 
cy. We deliver ourfelf into his Hands, and give up 
ourfelf wholly to him; becaufe no Perfon can be a 
Father like him. Too long have we followed our own 
Will, now let him accomplith his. Ecce elongavi fugiens 
€3 manfi in Solitudine. Expettabam-eum qui Salvum me fe- 
cit a Pufillanimitate Spiritus @ tempeftate. Precipitato 
Domine, divide linguas eorum, quoniam vidi iniquitatem B 
contradiftionem in @ivitate. 

For thefe Caufes, after having moft profoundly hum- 
bled ourfelf before the Truth, which we have offen- 
ded, and asked Pardon of the Church, for all the Steps 
we took in Favour of the Bull Unigenitus; to repair, 
as much as lies in us, the Scandal we have caufed, the 
holy Name of God being firft invoked, we retraét our 
Mandates of the Month of Auguft, 1724, and of the 
Month of February, 1727, as to what was contained 
therein, in Favour of the faid Bull. We wholly retraé&t 
what we publithed in 1778, againft the Confultation of 
the Advocates: We adhere to the Appeal made to a 
“future General Council, the 1ft of March, 1717, by 
the Lords Bithops of Mirepoix, Senex, Montpelier, and 
Boulogn, and all the other Aéts they have made in Sup- 
port thereof. Joining ourfelves to a Caufe fo juft and 
holy in itfelf, we retra&t every other A&, contrary to 
our prefent Mandate, that may be extorted from us 
for the future, which we hope by God’s Grace will 
never happen. We declare, in the Sight of him who 
fearcheth the Hearts and Reins, that we are not de- 
termined to the Choice we now make, "till after having 
a long Time reflef&ted thereon. That this Step does 
not come from the Suggeftion of any Perfon, but that 
we take it in full Liberty. May it pleafe him who 
infpir’d us thereto, to give us Strength to maintain it 
to our laft Breath. 

Given in our Epifcopal Palace at St. Papoul, the 26th 
of February, 1735-

This Mandate made a great Noife in France, ‘and 
what was added to it, that the Advocates of the Par- 
liament of Paris, writ in a Body, a Letter of Thanks 
and Congratulation to the Bifhop, on that Occafion ; 
by which it is reckoned, that thofe Gentlemen will 
again draw the Refentment of the Court upon them- 
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felvess; fo that we may probably have Occafion to take 
fome further Notice of this Mandate. In the mean 
Time we cannot but obferve, that the fawning Bifhops, 
the Jefuits, and the Courtiers, endeavour to reprefenc 
this Gentleman as a mad Man, which is a moft impu- 
dent Piece of Wickednefs ; for if the Bifhop was really 
convinced that he was in the wrong, he was obliged 
in Duty, both to God and Man, to give one of the moft 
publick Teflimonies of it he could, to the End that 
thofe who had been led into an Error, or confirmed in 
an Error by his Example, might likewife, by his Ex- 
ample, be taught to renounce that Error ; and to en- 
deavour to brand fuch a dutiful Behaviour with the 
Charafter of Madnefs, fhews that thofe who do fo, 
muft be utterly abandoned to all Principles cither of 
Honour or Religion: They had done better to have 
gone upon the other ufual Topick of Refentment and 
Revenge; for if they had affirmed, that the Bifhop had 
asked fome Favours which had been refufed him, and 
that thereupon he had flung up his Bifhoprick, and 
joined the Anti-Conftitutionifis, in Order to be reven- 
ged of the Minifters, they would not thereby have ex- 
~~ the little Regard they have to the Principles of 

onour and Virtue ; but, it feems, they could find no 
plaufible Pretence for faying he had been refufed any 
Favour, and therefore they were reduced to the Necefli- 
ty of calling him a mad Man for facrificing his Intereft 
to his Confcience. 





Some Time before this Mandate made its Appearance, 
the Archbifhop of Cambray publifhed a Paftoral Letter 
on the. other Side of the Queftion, which was briskly 
attacked by the Parliament, who publifhed an Arret 
againft it on the 18th of February, 1734-5, but by 
that Step the Parliament drew upon themfelves the 
Indignation of his Holinefs, and the Refentment of the 
Court. The King’s Council of State publifhed an Ar- 
ret againft that of the Parliament, and in Favour of 
the Archbifhop, dated the roth of May; and the fol- 
lowing Bull arriv’d foon after from Rome.

}LACED by the Divine Providence in St. Peter's 
Chair, tho’ without any Merit of our own, we 
have learned, with the wutmoft Grief, that certain 
Printed Sheets are yey difperfed in French, to 
the great Scandal of all good People, under the Title 
of An Arret of the Court of Parliament, for the Sup- 
Prefion of a Book, intitled, The Archbifhop of Cambray’s 
Paftoral Inftruétion, &c. We therefore committed the 
Perufal of the faid Sheets to feverat of our venerable 
Brethren, the Cardinals of the Holy Roman Church, 
with other, Do&ors in Divinity, to the End, that 
after a mature Examination, they might report to us 
their Sentiments of the fame. 

After then having heard the Opinion of the faid Car- 
dinals, and Doétors in Divinity, we of our certain 
Knowledge, and on mature Deliberation, do of our 
full Power and Apoffolick Authority, declare by thefe 
Prefents, that the Ordinances and other Things con- 
tained in the faid Sheets, with all and fingular the 
Matters purfwant thereto, now, and at any Time fo- 
ever, are, and fhall be abfolutely and entirely null, 
void, of no Effet, invalid, rafhly enterprifing, pre- 
fuming, not being of any Force or Authority; and, 
neverthelefs, for better Surety, as much as need be, 
we for ever revoke, abrogate, fet at nought, annul, 
and abolifh, and every and each of thofe Things, ab- 
folutely taking from them all Force and Effet. De- 
cree we, and declare in like Manner, that they be al- 
ways regarded as revoked, abrogated, annulled, in- 
validated afid abolifhed, and abfolutely and entirely de- 
prived of Force and Effe&t, We forbid the reading or 
retaining the faid Sheets, as well printed as Manufcript, 
wherefoever or howfoever difperfed, as containing Pro- 
pofitions rath, falfe, injurious to our AutMority as So- 
vereign Pontiff, and to the Epiftopal Authority, fa- 
vouring of Innovators, fomenting of Difobedience and 
Rebellion againft the Church, and réfpettively tending 
to Schifm, We forbid all and each of the Faithful, 
éven fuch whofe Charafter and Dignity makes it re- 
quifite exprefly to miention them, to print or copy, 
retain ot make Ufe of the faid Sheets, under oe of 
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Excommunication, incurred for one fingle Trefpafs, 
without Need of other Declaration ; of which Excome 
munication no Perfon may, or can obtain Abfolution, 
but from ourfelf, or from the Sovereign Pontiff for the 
Time being, except only in the Article of Death, We will 
alfo: atid drdér, df dur Apoftolick Authority, all fuch 
Perfons' who’ fliall have the faid Sheets, to deliver 
them either to the Ordinary of the Place, or bring them 
to the Bribunat of the Inquifition, as foon as they {hall 
have Knowledge of thefe Prefents ; and all therein con- 
cersied dre to take Care, that the fame be burnt as 
fuon: as they fheil be fo delivered, notwithflanding any 
Difpofition to the contrary. And to the End that the 
prefene Letters: may be the more eafily known to the 
World, ‘amd no Perfon, on any Pretenee whatever, 
plead: Ignorarice thereof, we will and order, of our faid 
Authority) that they be publifhed by one of the Curfors 
of our Court, at the Gates of the Church of the Prince 
Of thes Apofties 5. at- the Apoftolick Chancery; alfo at the 
Chancery off the great Court, at Mount Gitorio; and at 
the accuflomedl: Places in the Fields of Florus, in this 
City'; and: that Copies thereof be ftuck up and left at 
the' faid' Places, as’ is ufual in the like Cafes; We will 
likewife’ and» require, that all Perfons concerned be 
obliged to take Notice of the faid Publications, by Means 
whereof’ they are held: to be! duly advertifed, and are 
comprehended by the’ fuid Letters, as much as if they. 
had’ been hotified to them perfonally. And all Perfons 
are’ to give Credit in all Places to the Copies that hall 
be tranfcribed, made} or printed, of thefe faid Pre+ 
fents, inafmuch as to: the Original itfelf, were it forth 
comings provided it be figned by the Hand of a Notary 
Publick, and fealed with the Seal of fome Dignitaty 
of the’ Church. Given at Rome, at St. Mary Major, 
under the Ring of the Fifher, the 18th of May, 1735, 
and the sth of our Pontificate.

A few’ Days after thefe Tranfa@tions, the Archbifhop 
pluming himfelf on his Succefs, publifhed a new Pa- 
ftoral Letter, in which he not only called in Queftion 
the Powers and: Prerogatives of the Parliament ot Paris, 
but’ moft immoterately triumphed in the above-men- 
tioned Arret of the Council of State. This roufed up 
the Parliament to exert themfelves, which they im- 
mediately did by an Arret, viz. 
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The King’s Counfel being enter’d, Monf. Gilbert de 
Voifin, the King’s Advocate fpoke in the following 


Manner: 





Gentlemen, 
F, in a Paftoral Letter, which the Archbithop of 


Cambray has addrefs’d to the Faithful of his Diocefe, 
he had only arrogated to himfelf the Publication of the 
Arret of Council iffued by the King, upon Occafion of 
that of the Court of the 18th of February, of this cur- 
rent Year, we fhould Jook upon that Step, on his Part, 
as a Sequel of the fame Spirit he has elfewhere thewed 
in this Affair; and while the Court, full of her Re- 
fpe& and Zeal for the King, is always attentive only 
upon him, to learn what his Wifdom and Goodnefs 
might infpire him with, we fhould not have thought 
the new Writing of that Prelate, unguarded as it is, 
would divert our Attention. 

But, Gentlemen, that which forces us here to aét, is 

a Fault too fenfible and remarkable in this fame Pafto- 
ral Letter, for us at any Time, or in any Circumftances 
to pafs by. The Archbifhop of @ambray forgets him- 
felf with Regard to the King, at the fame Time that 
he applauds him for his Benefits and Favours. Flatter’d 
with the Idea he feems to have formed, to aét in con- 
cert with the Sovereigns between whom the Extent of 
his Diocefe is divided, one would think he was igno- 
rant of what is due to his own Sovereign. God forbid 
that, upon this Account, we fhould have any Doubt 
of the Sentiments of his Heart. It were to be wifhed, 
that he had done as much Juftice to the Intentions of 
others, concerning what is due to Religion, as we thall, 
at all Times render with Sincerity and Joy to his In- 
tentions, with Regard to the Fidelity he owes to the 
King, and the inviolable Engagement which attaches 
him to hisCrown. But he ought not to have forgot 
that, which obliges you this Day to refrefh his Memo- 
ry.. The Title of The Mof? Chriftian King, ufed more 
than once in his Paflotal Letter, with Regard to the 
King, is that which, by a Prerogative of Diftinétion 
and Honour, born almoft with the Monarchy, denotes 
and chara&terizes our Kings among foreign Nations. 
Rut for this very Reafon, is does not become any of the 
King’s Subje&ts to make Ufe of that Denomination, 
with Regard to him, nor to give him any other Name 
than that of the King abfolutely, which carries along 
with 
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with it the Energy of the Acknowledgment, by which we 
declare ourfelves fubjefted to his Dominion. By this 
plain and abfolute Expreffiion his Subjeéts know them- 
felves, who, having no other King but him, are not to 
diftinguith him, neither by the Title of Moff Chri/tian 
King, nor any other. 

It is.a Fa&t, Gentlemen, of which we have no need of 
other Example than that of the folemn Arret, which 
the Court iffued on the 27th of May 1699, upon an Oc- 
cafion too famous to have its Circumftances recal|’d. The 
Archbifhop of Cambray, in the See he poffeffes, ought, 
perhaps, to have more Circumfpeétion and Referve than 
any other ; and the Court has the more Reafon to be at~- 
tentive thereto, becaufe Part of that Prelate’s Diocefe is 
within the Limits of her Jurifdiction. We cannot there- 
fore difpenfe with demanding the Suppreffion of the Pa- 
Moral Letter, and to enjoin him to {peak of the King as 
it behoves a Subje&t to fpeak of his Sovereign Lord. 
This is the Objeét of our Conclufions in Writing, whiclv 
we leave in the Court, with a Copy of the Pafioral Let- 
ter of the Archbifhop of Cambray. 

The Paftoral Letter of the Archbifhop of Camdray, of 
May 19, 1735, with the Conclufions in Writing of the 
Sollicitor General, having been produced, and the Mate 
ter contained therein having been debated, 

The Court has decreed and ordained, that the faid 
Letter be fupprefied ; enjoyns all thofe who have Copies 
thereof, to bring them for that Purpofe to the Regifter of 
the Court ; forbids all Bookfellers, Printers, Hawkers, 
and others, to print, fell, difperfe, or otherwife dittri- 
bute them ; forbids the faid Archbifhop of Gambray to 
add to the Name of the King, the Sirname of Mo/? Chri- 
Sian in his Paftoral Letters, Mandates and other Aéts ; 
enjoins him to {peak of the faid Lord the King, in Terms 
becoming Subjeéts to {peak of their Sovereign Lord : For- 
bids him, moreover, to take upon him in any Afts, the 
Quality of Peer of France, as not having beea received 
in the Quality, Office, and Dignity of Peer of France « 
Ordains that the prefent Arret be read, publifh’d, and 
affixed wherever it fhall be needful.

Thus the Parliament of Paris, in the glorious Stand 
they made for the Liberties and Privileges of the Gallican 
H 2 Church, 
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Church, and the fupreme Power of their Sovereign; 
found themfelves attacked, not only by the Council of 
State of their Sovereign, and the Majority of the a 
of the Kingdom, but likewife by their holy and infaili- 
ble Father, the Pope.. But this laft Oppofition was not 
of any Weight ; for the Parliament, notwithfanding hie 
Holinefs’s Infallibility, treated his Briefs and his Bulls 
as they deferved, by declaring them ufurpisg and abu- 
five. 

The Bifhop of Papoul, to whom we now return, be- 
came the Obje& of the Minifiry’s Refentments: His 
Mandate had given great Offence to his Moft Chriftian 
Majefty, or rather to his Prime Minifter the Cardinals 
an Arret of the Council of State was therefore foon after 
publith’d againft it, the Preamble of which being very 
remarkable, we give our Readers the Subftance of it, viz. 
© That the King was at firft willing to doubt of the 
“ Truth of a Piece fo difhonourable to that Bifhop, and 
© fo afflifting to the Epifcopal Order ; but after his own- 
* ing thereof, which he did by fending to his Majefty 
* the Refignation of his Bifhoprick, his Majefty could 
not hinder himfelf from remarking, that this Mandate 
L

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is the Work of a Prelate, unfortunately feduced by 
artificial and defigning Men: That thofe who thus 

* fhew him as a Speftacle to the Publick, make him oww 
’ that Ambition only, and the Sacrifice of his Confcience 
and Honour, opened to him the Doors of the San&uary. 

“ That, indeed, he pretends to expiate a Conduét fo un¢ 
worthy of his Chara&ter, by the Repentance he expref- 

* fes ; but that his publick Confeffion is confined to the 
* putting his Submiffion to the Bull Unigenitus, among 
* his greateft Crimes. That fuch is the idea which the 


’ Bithop gives of himfelf, who confeffes his being guil-. 


ty, only toaccufe the Pope and the Bithops, of having 
- abandon’d the Caufe of Truth ; as if he could not err 
* but while he was united to them, and was become 
- infallible at the Moment he undertook to revolt 
* againit their Authority, &. | 


As the French Minifters have, it feems, engaged-very 
deep in that wi/e Proje&t of making all Mankind, or at 
leaft their own Subjetts, of ove Opinion, the Cardinal 
wrote lately to the Bifhop of Caftres in Eanguedoe, giving 
him fome Admonitions, in Relation to certain Opinions 
which the Bifhop' was’ faid to hold, and which have not, 
it feems, the Sterling Mark of Religion in Frame, to 
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which that Bifhop return’d an honeft and bold Anfwer, 
in Subftance as follows : 





* A Bithop whofe Confcience cannot reproach ‘him 
© who likes the Place of his Refidence, and has no Am- 
© bition to live within the Sunthine of a Court, need 
© fear nothing of what your Eminence writes tohim. As 
© Cardinal, I pay you Refpeé ; asa Minifter of State, I 
© have nothing to do with you; as Bithop, I owe you 
©“ no Duty, for Iam your Senior ; as a Chriftian, I am 
¢ accountable to God alone: It is before his Tribunal I 
© hope to render myfelf acceptable, where we mutt both 
¢ of us appear fhortiy ; and it behoves you, my Lord, 
© to take Heed, ieft you fhonld not find there the fame 
© Favour as in the Courts of Men. 


In July the fame Year, the French Court put a notable 
Affront on the Parliament of Paris : The Cafe was thus : 
The Parliament: having, at the Inftances of the Arch- 
bifhop, publith’d an Arret for publick Prayers, to dee 
mand a Blefling on the Harveft; the very Day thofe 
Prayers were to begin, and after the Church was full of 
People in Expeftation of them, the Archbithop receiv’a 
an Order from Court not to proceed in the Ceremony, 
becaufe (fays the Order) it was not fit the Parliament 
fhould intermeddle in any fuch Affairs ; fo that the Peo- 
ple were obliged to return Home without any Blefling 
upon their Harveft, and thereby a very publick Affront 
was put upon the Parliament, which really feemed to 
have been defign’d, by the not fending this Order "til! it 
was fo very late ; for fuppofe the Parliament had made 
@ Miftake in granting fuch an Arret, the Court might 
eafily have found Means to have got it recall’d, or to 
have countermanded it, without putting fuch an Affront 
upon their Arret, in the Face of fo large an Affembly+ 
but in a Country where there is a numerous Standing 
Army, and the reft of the People unufed to any Sort of 
Martial Difcipline, and unprovided with Arms, the 
Court has no Occafion to keep any Meafures, either with 
Parliament or People ; the Army is the Shield they 
truft to, and as Jong as they can keep up That, they 
may, and generally do, moft heartily defpife the other 
Two: While they do what they are bid, the Court will 
always keep well with them 3 but if they, in the leaft 
Article, dare to difobey, they are then treated as they 
aro thought to deferve, and are made to underftand, in 
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the moft publick Manner, how much they are defpi- 
fed. : : 

The 14th of September following, the General Affem- 
bly of the Clergy .of France, having their Prefident, 
Cardinal de Fleury, at their Head, went in a Body to 
wait on the King at Ver/failles 3 and as-foon as they were 
introduced with the ufual Ceremonies on fuch Occafions, 
the Bithop of Valence made his Majefty a very remarka- 
ble Speech in their Name, with which we here oblige 
our Readers. 


STERE, 

HEY are not the Great Ones of the Earth, and 

the Powerful of the Age; they are the Paftors of 
the Flock of Fcfus Chrift, his Embaffladors and his Pon- 
tiffs, who prefent themfelves To-day before the Throne 
of your Majefty. 

If the Veneration of the People, if the Magnificence 
and Piety of the Kings, your Predeceffors, have made it 
a Duty to adorn our Perfons, and. give Lufire to our 
Sees ; it is God that made us Bifhops. 

It is under that Sacred Chara&er that we have the Ho- 
nour to appear in your Prefence. We do not appear in 
it, Sire, but with the greateft Submiffion, Fidelity, and 
Refpeét. 

Our Confecration makes us but the more fenfible of 
what we owe, in Quality of Subje@s, to the Supreme 
Authority, eftablifhed by God himfelf to govern us, and 
of what is due from us as Bifhops, to a great King, who 
believes he does Honour to his Crown in honouring our 
Charafter ; to a King who is the Ornament of Religion, 
of which we are the Minifters; to a Powerful King, 
who makes Ufe of his Power to prote& us. 

This is, Sire, what becomes Bifhops, to feek after 
and praife their Sovereign : And this is what the Clergy 
ef your Kingdom, in feparating, admire anew in your 
Majefty: The World, attentive to your Defliny, im- 
mediately faw you, like ofias, dedicating your firft 
Care, to the tranquile Government of your People. 
To-day it fees you treading in the Steps of David, the 
Conqueror of Nations, jealous of your Glory, crowning 
the Valour.of your Warriors, whom you have infpir’d 
with Heroifm. Soon it will fee you, after the Example 
of Solomon, ftealing away from the Charms of Viétory, 
preferring the folid Advantages of Peace to them, and 
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rendering your People happy, after having made them 
triumphant. 7 

As for us, Minifters of the holy God, fole Judge and 
Mafter of Kings, we have placed our Attentions on {lilh 
more interefting Objefts. We have had the Confolation 
to fee youon the firft Throne of the World, conftantly 
oppofing the Bounds of Duty to the Sallies of Youth ; 
Moderation in your Defires, to the Liberty of doing 
every Thing ; @ Relifh of Modefty, to Pomp and Gran- 
deur ; Gentlenefs and ‘Mildnefs, to the darling Luftre of 
a Crown 3; and the Rules of Chriftianity, to all the 
Rocks and Shelves furrounding Royalty. 

We fee you, in the Courfe of a happy and fuccefsful 
War, rendering your own Empire formidable, and not 
lefs: feared ‘that of God; humbling your Enemies, and 
not elevating yourfelf ; conquering Provinces, and yet 
keeping none of them for your own Aggrandizement ; 
gathering Laurels, and regretting the Blood with which 
they are. :fprinkled; gaining Battles and defiring Peace ; 
content to make yourfelf feared, that you may not be 
any more obliged 0 conquer, but have Leifure, in 
the-reft of your ‘Reign, to’ take the Pleafure of making 
yourfelf beloved, even by your Enemies. 

. What.we have feen, :.we fhall never ceafe to fee, 
More faithful than ‘foas, to the Counfels of Wifdom, 
you will always be admired like that Prince while he 
continued the Reftorer of the Tabernacle; the Delight 
of the People, and the Glory of ‘Joiada. 

Affembled together, under the Aufpices of a Mo- 
narch fo dear to Religion, what ought we not to have 
done to teftify our Attachment to him? No, Sire, we 
find nothing too much in the Efforts of our Zeal ; they 
are above our Abilities, and yet they do not equal our 
Sentiments. We have aéted almoft Impoffibilities, and 
we with’d to be able to do more. 

- Twelve Millions recently granted feem to have ex- 
haufted.us ; but Love, animated by Religion, difcovers 
Refources which human Forefight could not perceive. 

Our refpe&tful Tendernefs and Ardour to ferve and 
pleafe you, have not blinded us in the Nature and De- 
ftination. of our Incomes. 

It is Religion, Sire, Religion the moft enlightened, 
that has ferved us as a Guide: It is fhe that taught us, 
that we owe the greateft Succours when the Glory of 
the State, and the Church, which is the firit Member of 
it; is in Queftions And efpecially in a Time when our 
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Altars call louder than ever upon the Authority of the 
Throne to protest them, we fhould believe it our Duty 
to defend the Throne even by the Spoils of the Altars. 

If your vanquifhed. Enemies ftill provoke yow to cox- 
tinue the War, make Ufe of our Gifts to.enable you to 
overcome. Conquer in Order to give us Peace, and we 
will employ the Days of our Felicity to reflore the 
flourifhing Condition of our Churches, 

Pacificator of Europe, you willl turn your Care: to» 
wards Religion, and while the Wifdor of your Coun- 
cils fhall hold Difcord in: Chains, the Priefihood: and 
Empire will cultivate a ftri@er Union together: We 
thall then fee that Spirit of Subordination revive’ in 
the San&tuary, which God hes eftablifhed in it, and the 
Diyifions, which now effli& us, breathe their laft at 
your Majefty’s Feet. The ftupendous Succefs of your 
Arms, which: coft even Blood: to the Conquerors them» 
felves, will, through: your Means,. be fucceeded by the 
Triumphs of the Church, which are always the Safety 
and Glory.of the-Con 

In ExpeStation of thefe happy Days, which the Be- 
nedi&tion of Heaven and the Sentiments of your Fieart 
are preparing for us, permit us to: offer a Demand, fo 
long renewed, and always fo neceffiry, to hold Coun- 
cils in our Provinces. We wilt follicit your Piety in 
Favour of the facred Interefts of the Church: We will 
put under your Prote&tion the Dignity of her Pontiffs, 
and the Exercife of their Divine Miniftry. Thefe: are 
the true’ Revenues of Bifhops. You will always: be 
the Defender of them, and, Sire, you will underftand’ 
even our Silence. 





-It is really fomething diverting to hear the Clergy 
of France telling their King, that a Grant of 1.2,000,000° 
feems to have exhaufted them; when, if they had paid 
the Diwieme Denier in Proportions; as the reft of the Sub- 
je&ts of that Kingdom pay it, they muft have paid'much 
more than double the Sum to the Government: This 
Tax, which in France is called the Dixieme Denier, is 
much the fame with our Land+Tax, when at 25. in 
the Pound; the Meaning of the Word is, The Tenth 
Penny, or the Tenth of every Man’s Revenue; and, as 
in the Year 1694, it was computed, that the Revenues 
of the Clergy of France amounted to 249,000;090, 
the Tenth Part of this, or 25. in the Pound, would 
amount to 24,000,000 of Livres vearly 5 but as all the 
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Eftates in France are much improv'd fince that Time, 
we may fuppofe the Eftates of the Clergy are likewife 
improved, and their Revenues confequently increafed ; 
fo that if they were to pay in Proportion with the 
other Subjeéts, they muft have paid a great deal more 
than double this Sum, which they have the Affurance 
to fay, even to the King himfelf, feems to have ex- 
haufted them. 

Is it not amazing that a Set of Men, who contribute 
nothing by their Labour to the Riches of the Society, 
nor by their Courage to the Power or Defence of the 
Society, fhould meet with fuch an Indulgence in any 
Society, as to be excufed for the Payment of lefs than 
one Shilling in the Pound Land-Tax, when all the reft 
of the Subje&ts pay at leaft two? Nay, even the Gen- 
tlemen of the Army, who are not only venturing their 
Lives, but fpending their Eftates in the Service of 
their Country, are obliged to pay full two Shillings in 
the Pound, while thofe lazy, thofe luxurious, thofe 
ufelefs Drones, as moft of them are, muft be excufed, 
nay muft be thanked for paying lefs than one. 

We fhall finifh this Article of France with a Tranf- 
a&tion from Religion to Trade. At the late Sale of the 
French Eaft-India Company’s Goods at Port /’Qrient in 
Bretagne,. there was a great Concourfe of foreign Mer- 
chants, befides large Commiflions from foreign Parts, 
fo that all their Goods fold at a very good Price, except 
the Coffee, which fold low, there having been too much 
of that Commodity imported laft Year, by the feveral 
Eaft-India Companies now fet up in Europe: The whole 
Sale, tis faid, amounted to near 30,000,000 of Livres, 
which is near a Million and a half Engli/h, being a Third 
more than any former Sale of that Company amounted 
to ; and perhaps more than any Sale of our own Ea/?- 
India Company ever produced. The French, it feems, 
= not only trod upon our Heels, but out-run us in 

rade. 
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GREAT BRITAIN. 


W E gave an ample Detail], in Number 79, of his 
Majefty’s indefatigable Vigilance and Care for 
re-eftablifhing the general Tranquility of Europe, and 
alfo the unpolite, if not infolent; Reception which the 
acifick Plan offer’d by the maritime Powers, met with 
rom the Minifters of the Houfe of Bourdon; but as to 
what Weight our Negociations had afterwards in bringing 
on the late Peace, we are ftill pretty much in the Dark; 
Time, indeed, may afford us fome Light into that im- 
porns Affair, but “till we are furnifhed with better 
aterials than we have yet been able to procute, we 
mutt defer the Enquiry how far we are obliged to the 
Wifdom of our Minifters, for the prefent good Under- 
ftanding and Harmony between the Courts of Ver/ailles 
and Vienna. In the mean Time, how great an Affection 
the French have for the Britifh Nation, and how feldom 
they Jet flip any Opportnties of fhewing it, without 
the leaft Fear or Concern for our Refentments, will 
appear in the two following recent Examples, 

About the Beginning of April, 1735, we received an 
Account that the Briffol Merchant, Capt. Scot, had met 
a French Ship of about 20 Guns, and 150 Men, off the 
Weftern Wlands, bound from Africa to Spain, who haled 
them, and order’d Capt. Scot to come on Board, but the 
Sea running high, the Captain would not venture to put 
out his Boat; and, upon his Refufsl, the Frenchman fired 
a Six Pounder at the Englifh Ship, which pierced her 
under the Cabbin Windows, and broke one of her upper 
Deck Beams: After which he fired four or five more 
Shot at hey: which did a little Damage to her Rigging, 
and then boarded her, and demanded a Sight of the Cap- 
tain’s Paper’s, and Bill of Health. They threatened at 
firt to throw the Captain over board, but at laft they 
thought fit to retire, without doing any further Damage 
to the Ship, or to any Perfon on Board. As the French. 
man had no Right to treat any Englifh Ship in this Man- 
ner, it is to boped that Capt. Scot has got an Accout of 
his Name, that we may infift upon having him punifhed 
in fuch a Manner, as may prevent any fuch Infults 
upon our Merchant Ships for the future. Perhaps we 
may then reccive Satisfattign for this Infult, when our 
Merchants mect with a Reparation of the eed = 
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Loffes they have fuftained by the Spani/h Guarda de Je 
¢ 





The next Affront was as followeth, and was the more 
infolent and baughty, inafmuch as it was given us al- 
moft at our own Door, and when we had two ftrong 
Fleets in Commiffion. 

In May, 1735, Capt. Steward, a Commander of one of 
our Merchantmen, having taken in a Lading in the 
Thames, and being bound for Holland, was obliged to put 
fin at Dunkirk, where he was to deliver fome Goods: 
But as foon as he had done fo, one of his Sailors was de- 
bauched from him, and inlifted for the Service of France. 
The Captain, furprized at fo extraordinary a Proceeding, 
went immediately to the Commandant of the Admiralty 
at Dunkirk, reclaiming his Sailor, and complaining of 
the Violence offered to the Treaties between the two 
Growns, efpecially the Treaty of Utrecht; faying, at 
the fame Time, that he could not leave the Port with- 
out. his Servant, and muft be obliged-to write to the 
Court of €reat Britain if the Admiralty of Dunkirk re- 
fufed him Juttice. 

at a Gomplaint made fo much in the necefflary Form, 
and with fo much Refpett to the Government of the 
Place, met with a very odd Reception; inftead of the 
Juice required, Monfieur Commandant of the Admi- 
ralty of Dunkirk, fent the Englifh Captain to Prifon, and 
would not fuffer him to be releafed, until he had firit 
given the Sailor a formal Diftharge under his Hand, 
and paid bim the Wages he demanded, tho’ he had not 
performed the Voyage. Againft this arbitrary Treat- 
ment and Violence ufed to the Subjeéts of Great Britain, 
Capt. Steward made a Proteft as foon as he recovered his 
Liberty, and alfo {cnt an Information of it to the Admi- 
ralty of London. ‘ 

One who reads the Articles of the Treaty of Utrecht, 
may, perhaps conclude, that this Story cannot be true; 
becaufe if the Port of Dunkirk had been as fully demo- 
lifhed as is required by that Treaty, and never feftored, 
it would have been impoflible for a Ship to get into the 
Harbour; yet this Story is vouched by a Gentleman 
now here, who was upon the Spot at that Time, and 
who declares, that Capt. Steward’s Ship was a€tually 
fn the Harbour, and he aftually in the Prifon ; fo that if 
ever a War breaks out between France and this Nation, 
we may probably find, by the Number of Privateers 
fent out from that Port, that either the Terms of the 
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Treaty of Utrecht were never complied with, or that 
they have been fince moft fcandaloufly broke through ; 
and when French Privateers come to be daily carrying in 
Englifh Prizes to that Port, furely no Man will attempt 
to prove to us, that the Port of Dunkirk was utterly de- 
molifhed and never reftored. 





Befides the Fleet fent to Lisdon under the Command of 
Sir ohn Norris, we had then, or very foon after the 
fellowing Ships in Commiffion, under the Command of 
the Admirals Walton, Stewart, and Cavendifh.

The Torrington, Medway, Falkland, Shoreham, Kinfale, 
Blandford, Seaford, Gibraltar, Roebuck, Prince, Lyme, 
Lively, Portmahon, and Sloops. 


And as an additional Security to Great Britain, his 
Majeity had, towards the Clofe of the Year, 1734, 
made a Treaty with Denmaak, confilting of ten Articles, 
viz. 

i. That there fhall be a perfe&t Amity and Union be- 
tween their Britannick and Danifh Majefties, their Suc- 
ceffors, their Kingdoms, and their Subjefts. 

If, That all former Treaties between the two Crowns 
fhall be deemed rénew’d and confirm’d by the prefent 
Treaty. 

WT That the King of Denmark, when required, fhall 
furnifh the King of Great Britain with 5000 Foot and 
1000 Horfe, which his Britannick Majefty thall take into 
his Pay for the Term of three Years, 

2 IV. That 
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IV. That to provide for the Equipment of thofe 
Troops, the King of Great Britain fhall give 80 Crowns 
for each Trooper, cloathed, mounted, and arm’d ; and 
30 Crowns for each Foot Soldier ; one Half payable after 
figning the Treaty, and the other Half when thofe 6000 
Men thall enter into the Service of his Britannick Majefly : 
That during the Time they remain in the Dominions of 
Denmark, the King of Great Britain fhall pay his Dani/h 
Majefty a Subfidy of 250,c00 Crowns a Year, but that 
Subfidy fhall be reduced to 150,000 Crowns a Year, when 
thofe Troops pafs over to the Service of his Britannick 
Majefty. 

V. That the King of Great Britain thall conform to 
the Treaty of 1701, in Regard to the Extraordinary of 
the Troops, and the Expence of Recruiting. 

VI. That his Britannick Majefty fhall be at Liberty to 
employ thofe 6000 Men where he fhall think fit, except 
in Italy, or at Sea ; neither fhall they be tranfported into 
England, except it be for the proper Defence of the 
Kingdoms of Great Britain and Ireland. 

VII. That if the King of Denmark fhall happen to be 
attack’d, his Britannick Majefty thal! fend him back thofe 
6200 Men, in Cafe they happen to be at that Time in 
his Service ; furnifh him befides with all the Succours by 
Sea and Land, which the Circumftances may require ; 
and continue thofe Succours ’till the Conclufion of the 
Treaty of Peace, which his Britannick Majefty thal en- 
deavour to render as advantageous as pollible to the King 
of Denmark. . And his Danifh Majetty enters into the 
fame Engagements, on his Side, to the King of Great 
Britain, with this Condition, that the Subjeéts of Den- 
mark fhall preferve, during the whole Courfe of the 
prefent War, the full Liberty of their Trade with France 
and other Places, in the fame Manner as in Times of 
Peace. 

VIII. That the Performance of the Conditions of this 
Alliance fhall take Place, in the Cafes where either of 
the contra&ting Parties fhall Wave been attack’d by Force 
of Arms, without having before hand committed any 
A& of Aggreffion. 

Pans That this Treaty is for the Term of three Years. 
nd, 

X. That the Exchange of the Ratifications thall be 
within two Months after jigning the Treaty.

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We fhall clofe this Number with the Defcription of 
the magnificent Funeral of that hopeful and much la- 
mented young Nobleman, the late Duke of Buckingham. 





On the 12th of Fanuary 1735-6, at Night, the Prince 
of Orange, Capt. Crocock, arriv’d in the River, with the 
Corpfe of the late Duke of Buckinghamfhire, who dy’d at 
Rome, and on the Wednefday Evening following, the 
Corpfe was brought on Shore, and in a folemn Manner, 
carry’d to Buckingham-houfe, Whilft the Body, over which’ 
a Velvet Pall was thrown, was removed into a cover’é 
Barge, 21 Minute Guns were fired from the Ship, the 
Cabbin of which was hung in deep Mourning, as . was 
likewife the Stern. On Tower-wharf, where the Corpfe 
was landed, there was a Hearfe, three Mourning Coaches 
and fix filled with Gentlemen, who were Relations to 
that noble Family, and ten of his late Grace’s Domefticks 
in Mourning on Horfeback, attending ; the Corpfe be- 
ing then put into the Hearfe, and attended by the above- 
mentioned Coaches and Servants, proceeded through the 
City, feveral Bells tolling as they pafled to Buckingham- 
houfe, where they arriv’d about nine o’Clock at Night. 


The following is the Account of the Ceremonial of 
his Grace’s Funeral, given by the Gentlemen who had 
the Management of that Solemnity. 


Feb. 3, 8735-6. 

TS moft high, mighty, and moft noble Prince, 
Edmund Duke of Buckinghamfbire, Gc. tay publick- 
ly in State at Buckingham-houfe, on Monday, Tuefday, 

Wednefday, and Thurfday laft, in Manner following. 
The Hali, hung in deep Mourning, was adorned with 
feveral black Sconces, Efcutcheons, and Shields: Six 
Men with long Gowns and Staves were there waiting, 
to conduét the Company into the Veftible, alfo in deep 
Mourning ; at the upper End of which, upon a Haut- 
p's of two Steps, was a Ghair of State of black Velvet, 
two Gentlemen with white Scarves attending the fame ; 
and over the Chair of State was a Plume of white Fea- 
thers in the Form of a Ducal Coronet, and above it a 
Canopy of black Velvet, with Plumes of white Oftrick 
Feathers, intermix’d with Silk Pencils, on which were 
his Grace’s Creft. and Coronet. On the Right of the 
Chair ftood a Bannerol of the Arms of Sheffield and 
Darniey quarter’d, and to the Left another — 
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with thofe of Sheffield and Darnley impal'd; a Majefty 
Efcutcheon being fixed over the Chair, having his Grace's 
Arms within a Shield, a Ducal Coronet and Cap, with 
feveral Military Trophies iffuing from the Shield. The 
Room was adorn’d with Tapers in large’Silver Candle- 
fticks, interfpers’d with Efcutcheons, Uc. properly dif 
pofed : In the Middle of the Veflible was a large Chry- 
fial Branch, lighted up after the fame Manner. 

Next was a Room hung with black Velvet 5 here three 
Arches were ereéted, cover’d with black Velvet, fringed 
and embellifh’d with feveral Plumes of Oftrich Feathers, 
intermixed as above, and a large Chandelier in the 
Middle of the great Arch. Within thefe Arches was 
the Bed of State, on which the Body lay, in a Coffin of 
crimfon Velvet, adorn’d with Silver. Nails and Handles; 
a Plate of Infcription of his Grace’s Titles, with Ducal 
Coronets gilt. A biack Velvet Pall, adorn’d with Silk 
Efcutcheons, lay over the Coffin; a crimfon Velvet 
Cufhion, fring’d and taffel’d with Gold, the Cap and 
Ducal Coronet being ‘placed thereon, with the Helmet, 
Creft, Surcoat, Target, Sword, Gauntlets, and Spurs. 
Thefe were within the Hall of State, which was hung 
with black Velvet, and on it feveral Plumes of white 
Oftrich Feathers, intermix’d with Silk Pencils. At the 
Head of the Bed was a Majefty Efcutcheon of his Grace's 
Arms, Supporters, Cap, Coronet, and Creft ; over 
which was rais’d a Canopy, whereon was painted his 
Grace’s Arms and Coronet, with feveral military Tro- 
phies iffuing from the Shield, ornamented in a peculiar 
Manner, fringed and valenced with black Velvet. Under 
the Canopy of State were fixed, the Standard, the Gui- 
don, the Banner of his Grace’s full Arms, eight Ban- 
nerols, attended by as many Gentlemen in white Scarves, 
during the Time the Body lay in State. Four of his 
Grace’s Officers of the Houfhold, holding white Rods, 
and in deep Mourning, with a Page, attended the Body, 
The Room was adorn’d with Efcutcheons, Sconces, and 
large Silver Candlefticks, properly difpofed. 

The fourth Room was hung in deep Mourning, ador- 

ned with Silver Sconces, Efcutcheons, Crefts, and Cy- 
phers, feverally interfperfed, and was for the Reception 
of the Noblemen who fupported the Pall. 
. The laft was a large Room hung as before, with feve- 
ral Efcutcheons, Silver Sconces, and Cretls, and was for 
the Reception of the Chief Mourner, the Supporters, 
and Afiftant Mourners. 





The 
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The back Stairs (being hung in deep Mourning, with 
black Sconces) led into the Court-yard, which was illu- 
minated with white Flambeaux, carry’d by Men in 
Mourning, to reconduét the Company who enter’d at the 
great Gate. 

Friday being the 30th of January, the Interment was 
fufpended ’till Saturday, and was folemnized about two 
in the Afternoon, in the following Manner. 

Six Men on Foot, in black Gowns, Caps, and with 
Jong Staves, headed with Ducal Coronets, his Grace’s 
Creft and Badge being fix’d on their Arms. A Porter to 
the Office of Arms, his black Staff tipp’d with Silver, . 
and furl’d with white Sarfenet. Six Men in black 
Gowns, white Scarves, with Staves, having his Grace’s 
Creft fix’d as before. 

A Kettle-drum cover’d with Mourning, with his 
Grace’s Arms painted on Silk. Three Trumpets abreaft 
in his Majefty’s Livery, with Trumpet Banners of his 
Grace’s Arms, Silk Hatbands, Scarves, Favours, and 
Gloves. Sixteen Gentlemen, two and two, on Horfe- 
back in Mourning, with Cloaks, Hatbands, Favours, and 
Gloves. Rouge Dragon and Rouge Croix Purfuivants at 
Arms, in their proper Habits, with white Scarves and 
black Cloaks. The Standard on a Lance, carry’d by Mr. 
Withrington, fupported by Mr. Peters and Mr. Trawton, 
all with white Scarves, Silk Hatbands and Gloves. Eigh- 
teen Gentlemen on Horfeback. 

Three Trumpets, as before. Portcullis and Blue Mantle 
Purfuivants at Arms, properly habited, and as above, 
A Guidon ona Lance, carry’d by Mr. Thomas Fiddefton, 
fupported by Mr. Ragdall and Mr. Legg, in the fame 
Manner as the Standard. Mr. Rogers, his Grace’s Se- 
cretary, in a Mourning Cloak, alone. Two of his Grace’s 
Chaplains, viz. the Rev. Mr. Trebeck, and the Rev. Mr, 
Garden, Mr. Foxen, Mr. Conolly, Mr. Welfted, and Mr. 
Adams, Chamberlain, Steward, Treafurer, and Comp- 
troller of the Deceas’d, with white Staves of their Office, 
in deep Mourning, abreaft. 

A Kettle-drum. Three Trumpets abreaft. Arundel 
Herald. The Banner of his Grace’s Arms on a Lance, 
carry’d by Mr. ‘Jones, fupported by Mr. Neale and Mr. 
Boucher. The chief Mourning Horfe, cover’d with Vel- 
vet, embellith’d with his Grace’s Arms, Creft, Coronet, 
and Supporters, with Plumades of white Feathers before 
and behind, led by two Grooms, attended by four Pages. 
The Spurs by York Herald, The- Gauntlets by Lancafter 
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Herald. The Helmet and Creft by Windfor Herald. The 
Target by Richmond Herald. The Sword by Ghefter He- 
rald. The Surcoat by Norroy King of Arms. Each of 
the Heralds being attended by two Pages in deep Mourne 
ing, with Velvet Caps, white Gloves and Favours. 

The Body, lying as on the Bed of State, (with the 
Effigies of his Grace in his Coronation Robes, having 
a Gold Staff in its Right Hand, and under his Head a 
crimfon Velvet Cufhion, fring’d and taffel’d with Gold, 
the Feet refting on a gilded Boar, one of his Grace’s Sup- 
porters) wascarry’d in an open Chariot; Mr. Willemin 
and Mr. Welfted, two Officers of his Grace’s Bed-chamber, 
bear-headed, and in clofe Mourning, fitting at the Head 
and Feet. The four Columns of the Chariot fupported 
a black Velvet Canopy, which was adorned with Silver 
Lace, Fringe, and Taffels, and the Top embellifh’d with 
feveral Plumes of white Feathers and Banners intermix’d. 
On the Infide of the Canopy was painted an Angel dee 
fcending, and holding 2 Palm Branch in the Right 
Hand, and a Laurel in the Left, with Clouds, Cheru- 
bims, and feveral Trophies and Ornaments proper for 
the Occafion. The Chariot (the lower Part of which 
‘was covered with black Velvet, adorn’d with Shields, 
Efcutcheons and Crefts) was drawn by fix grey Horfes, 
caparifon’d with Velvet, ornamented with Etcutcheons, 
Crefts, and Plumades, (intermix’d with Pencils) before 
and behind, and drove by her Grace’s Coachman in deep 
Mourning. On each Side of the Chariot were four Gen- 
tlemen in Mourning, with white Scarves, Silk Hatbands, 
Favours and Gloves, each mounted on a white Horfe, 
and carrying a Bannerol of the Arms of the Defcent and 
Lineage of the Deceafed, and attended by eighteen Pages 
on Foot, with black Velvet Caps and Truncheons; Mr. 
Fiddes, her Grace’s Upholfterer, and Mr. Purdy, the 
Undertaker, (the two principal Managers of the Fune- 
ral) riding bareheaded before the Chariot. 

Garter King at Arms, with the Staff of his Office, 
Direétor of the Ceremonial. Her Grace’s Coach in deep 
Mourning, attended by fix Pages on Foot. 

His Grace the Duke of Richmond, chief Mourner, in 
deep Mourning, with the Collar of the Order of the 
Garter, and the Star of the Order upon his Cloak, in a 
Coach 5 Sir William Saunderfon, his Grace’s Train-bearer 
fitting oppofite to him. The Earls of Middlefex and 
Portmare (the latter with ~ Collat of the Order of the 
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Thifile, and the Star of the Order on his Cloak) as Sup- 
porters to the chief Mourner in the next Coach. 

In five other Coaches the Duke of St. Alban’s (having 
the Collar of the Order of the Bath, and the Star of the 
Order on his Cloak) with the Dukes of Leeds, Marléo- 
yough, and Portland; the Earls of Winchelfea, Cardigar, 
Oxford, and Arran; Lotds Gower and Bathurft. 

Twbd Mourning Coaches for the Reception of the Sup- 
porters of the Pail, viz, the Lord Charles Noel Somerfet, 
Lord Sidrey Beanclerc, Lord Cornbury, and Lord Foley, 
all in rich white Sattin Scarves; Gc. 

In twelve other Mourning Coaches followed the Right 
Hon. William Pulteney, the Hon. Mr. Bathurf?, the Hon. 
and Rev. Mr, Trevor, the Hon. Mr. Henry Bathurft, 
Mr. Hutchefon, Mr. Watkyi Williams Wynne, Mr. Shippen, 
Mr. F. Annefly, Col. W.' Cecil, "Mr. Morrice, the Rev. 
Dr. Walker, the Rev. Dr. Smith, Mr. P. Garden, Dr. 
Burton, Dr. Steward, Capt. Sohn Morrice, Mr. Robert 
Garden, with feveral other Gentlemen of Diftin&ion too 
tedious to mention. | 

A Horfe of Honour richly caparifon’d with Silver, 
with Plumades behind and before, led by a Groom, af- 
Ffled by two Grooms on Foot. 

A great Number of the Coaches and fix of the Nobi- 
lity, &c. according to'their'feveral Precedencies and 
Degrees. , 

At each Coach Door was a Servant in deep Mourning. 

The whole Proceffion went’ up Conflitution-Hill, down 
Piccadilly, St. James’s-ftreet, Pall-Mall, Whitehall, and fo 
to Weftminfter. Abbey. ' 

Being arriv’d at the Weft Door of it, the Conduétors, 
with the Kettle-drums, Trumpets, and Horfemen, filed 
off to the Right and Left ; thofe Perfons only who bore 
the Standard, the Guidon, and Banners above-mentioned, 
and their Supporters, as alfo the Heralds, with his 
Grace’s Secretary, ‘two Chaplains, and his four white 
Staff Officers, and thofe who carry’d the Bannerols, en- 
teted the Church. ‘The Chariot being drawn to the 
Door of it, the Body (with the Efigies upon it) was 
taken out of the Chariot and put upon a Bier, carry’d 
into the Church, and followed by the chief Mourner, 
his Supporters and Affiftants: The Pall-bearers and 
others attending the Funeral, alighted out of their 
Coaches, the Organ plaving during that Time. 

Having all enter’d the Church, the Pall bearers having 
taken the four Silver Taffels at the Corner of the — 
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the Prebendaries in rich Copes, and the Choir in Sur- 
plices, placed themfelves after the great Banner, and 
before the Heralds who carry’d the Trophies, and fung 
the Sentence in the Office for Burial, I am the Refurreétion 
and the Life, with the two fucceeding Sentences, and 
continued finging "till the Body was placed in K. Henry 
VIlth’s Chapel. 

Garter King of Arms; the chief Mourner with his 
two Supporters, Sir William Saunderfon bearing his 
Train; the ten Affiftants; the Nobility according to 
their feveral Precedencies. 

They proceeded in this Manner (the Abby being 
lighted with a great Number of Wax Torches) thro’ the 
South Ifle of the Church “till they came near to the 
Choir, and then crofling into the North Ifie, went up to 
Henry the VIlIth’s Chapel, where the Body, with the 
Effigies, was refted on a Stand prepared for it in the 
Middle of the Arrea. During the whole Solemnity in 
the Church, and likewife in this Chapel, the Bannerols 
were held over the Body. The Effigies being taken off, 
the Body was put into the Vault belonging to the noble 
and ancient Family of the Stheffields in Henry VIlith’s 
Chapel, the Choir finging Man that is Lorn of « Woman, 
and the three fucceeding Sentences; and continued fing- 
ing them ’till the Body was depofited in the Vault. 
Then the Lord Bithop of Rochefter, Dean of Weftminfier, 
in his Cope, read, Fora/much as is hath pleafed Almighty 
God, &c. Afterwards the Choir fung I heard a Voice from 
Heaven, &c. The Service being ended, Garter King of 
Arms proclamed the Stile of the Deceafed ; and then his 
Grace’s Officers breaking their Staves, delivered the Pieces 
to Garter, who threw them in upon the Coffin. 

During the Proceflion, the High Conftable in Mourn- 
ing, in a white Silk Scarf, with a Favour, Hatband, and 
Gloves, holding the Staff of his Office, with fifty Petty 
Conftables, having Hatbands, Favours, and Gloves, at- 
tended with feveral Beadles at the Weft Gate of the Ab- 
bey, to prevent any Difturbance from the Populace 
who, on the contrary, and to the Surprize of every one, 
behav’d with the utmoft Decency ; by which Means the 
Proceffion went into the Church (as it had before pafs’d 
through the feveral Streets) with the greateft Eafe and 
Regularity. 
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
